We 
do not forget how the Jews of Russia in the worst days of Tsarist 
persecution were wont to approach the Tsar on his travels with 
quasi-sacred emblems indicating belief in his divine power,

_1IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Jewish Apologetics. 


By Mentor. 


URING the last few days, I have had the advantage of hearing 


two speeches, each of them made by one of those who in 


different capacities helps to lead the community. They 

were orations far different in purpose and in surroundings: 
Yet they both contain an identical Leitmotif. One of the speeches 
was a recognition of the Houses of Parliament and the place the 
legislature occupies in the hearts and minds of the Jewish citizens of 
this country. The other was baldly, nakedly a discourse upon the 
anti-Semitic sentiment that permeates our fellow-citizens in this 
land. It is remarkable how these subjects, in a way judged on the 
surface at least, so different, could have induced almost identical 
sentiments in essence. The speech about the Houses of Parliament 
was not much less than an apology for the feeling of anti-Judaism, 
which we constantly encounter than it wasa plea for our not deserving 
the untoward treatment that was clearly in the speaker's mind, He 
sought to show it was very undeserved, because we are doing our best 
not to deserve it. Our war record—that is to say the record of our 
numbers who donned the King’s uniform at the call of country—was 
trotted out. and the backwardness of some sections of the community 


in adopting English ways and English manners—and.the English 


tongue—while admitted, was excused, and the audience assured 
that in good time they would be English Jews. What sort of Jews 
they are to-day. seeing that they live under the British Crown and 
are subject to British Laws and British protection, the speaker did 
not explain. Nor did he exactly say the precise difference he 
attaches to the expressions, both of which he employed, “ Jewish 


Englishman” and “English Jew.’ I have no desire to analyse too 


closely the speech to which L refer. Suffice it to say that the spirit 
that animated it struck me as what [| have ventured to term a 
Jewish apologetic —an apology on behalf of the Jews for being what 
they are.

The other deliverance I have in mind, as I say, folldwed upon 
the same lines but even more so. The cause of anti-Semitism was 
Jewish pushfulness, Jewish -recalcitrance, Jewish misdemeanour 
where it was not the result of a dogma in Christian belief. That 
dogma, be it remembeped, was originally Jewish teaching gone 


wrong, and so what anti-Semitism results the Jew on that score 
is. to blame. And here. again the plea was:that we shall 
improve—be patient with us, and. we will be not 
s0 much Jewish, but more English. To be

But any Englishman who is cheated by an Irishman, or a Scotsman. 
or a Welshman—and | will not go outside these Islands for my 
refevence—will not have the kindliest feelings towards Celts. The 
gentleman who thus tickled the mere skin of this difficult question, 
forgets that the time is not so long ago when something like the 
same prejudice existed against Irishmen as exists to-dgy towards 
Jews. Perhaps he will say that is because the Irishman was usually a 
Catholic and the average Englishman a Protestant. But I need not 
remind him of the hatred Dr. Johnson felt for Scotsmen. and I well 
recollect a famous London solicitor telling’ me that nothing would 
induce him to conduct an action in Wales, because there was 
never a Welshman born—that was before Mr. Lloyd George saw 
the political light—that was nota liar and a trickster. Of course, 
this is the counsel of fools; but, then, so is the counsel which 
marks Jews as having special qualities, which, however wrongly, 
ut least conceivably lead people to their detestation. As a matter of 
fact, practically all that | heard this speaker say in regard to the 
prejudice existing against Jews was mutatis mutandis rife, within 
my memory not only against Scotsmen, Welshmen and Irishmen, 
but against Germans and Frenchmen. There is a story current— 
the truth of it | cannot vouch for—that when in the forties of last 
century the Tsar of Kussia proposed to visit Queen Victoria, the 
most exact and exacting rules and regulations were made in case, 
being a8 he was supposed, quite uncivilised, he would attack the 
young queen in a very dangerous and sinister way, Well, since then, 
Welshmen, Scotsmen and Irishmen have been brothers in some. 
thing more than arms with the Englishman; the Frenchman was 
hailed as a noble ally, while the hopes of this country centred on 
the indomitable Russian “ steam-roller,’ I confess that when I was 
a boy the sole idea I had of Italians was that they divided them. 
selves into hawkers of chesnuts and sellers of ices. Those were 
the industrious ones; the lazy ones ground barrel organs! Let 


the gentleman who spoke on anti-Semitism, please, glance 
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through some 6ld volumes of Punce. He will see ample evidence 
of the prejudice to which refer, Even THE JEWISH CHRONICLE which 
writing without reference was, I think, born about the same time as 
the renowned humorous paper—and like it has maintained a humour 
nll its own during more than eight decades—referred to some of 
the peoples have mentioned just as apologetically—apologising, 
that is to say, for their very existence—as some people nowadays 
allude to their fellow-Jews. Perhaps the exception was made in 
respect to German Jews; but for that there was an obvious reason 
which I need not here expound, and it merely threw up the 
apologetics into bolder relief. |

The fact is all peoples who are strangers in a strange land 
are liable to the very things for which these orators apologised. 
It has nothing whatsoever to do with religious observance, nothing 
with regard to the citizenship they exhibit. 1t is wholly and solely 
what one of the speakers, to whom I have already referred, said 
results when a people not like unto the people among whom they 
‘live, are denizened among them, Of course, bad behaviour, personal 
ind general, has its effect; but greatly more has what Ll have termed 
the apologies Jews make for being Jews, and what I have heard 
called, unkindly perhaps, but I am bound to say truly, “ Jewish 


anti-Semitism.” But that is another story, which we need not

Experiences in Parliament. 
LECTURE BY MR. S. FINBURGH, M.P. 


A lecture on “ My Experiences in Parliament from the Jewish Point 
of View” was given by Mr, S. Finburgh, M.P. for North Salford, to the 
Hampstead Literary and Debating Socicty on Monday evening at the 
Synagogne Buildings, Kingdon Road. Mr. Lewis A. MAY presided, and in 
introducing Mr, Finburgh said that he was extraordinarily popular among 
his own people as well as outside the community. He never missed the 
opportunity of championing the Jews, and their pride in him was coupled 
with a deep sense of gratitude for his achievements. 

Mr. FINBURGH said that when he first entered the House he was 
grieved to find some antj-alien sentiment, but this had almost disappeared 
now because members had a fuller knowledge ard realised there was one 
person cager to champion the cause of aliens and explain their position. 
Asa Jew he had the courage to defend his own people, and this was 
always respected. He had hoped to form a Palestine Committee to help 
in the carrying out of the Balfour Declaration and the policy of Great 
Britain, and he set himself this task in the face of much discouragement. 
The Committee was now established and numbered seventy members of 
the House, including some of the leaders of all parties. He had not found 
‘i single taint of anti-Semitism in the House of Commons, and was parti- 
culariy struck by the spirit of brotherhood and democracy between 
members. He had always hoped one day to become an M.P., and two 
years ago he achieved that end after waging three desperate political 
lights. He was sorry to say that most of the Jewish members of 
Pariiament were indifferent to matters affecting their own people. 
Mr. Finburgh went on to give a detailed account of parliamentary 
procedure. In his early days in Parliament he had interested himself 
in the alien question, and found that all anti-alien sentiment arose 
through ignorance often fostered by the Press. In his experience preju- 
‘lice always yielded to tact and candour, and he was impressed with the 
¥reat opportunities that were always present for enlightenment, and the 
good results obtained if the right methods were employed. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that every honest man went to the 
House of Commons primarily to represent his constituents and not any 
one section, but Mr. Finburgh combined admirably the consideration ot 
all questions from a4 national view-point with a staunch championing of 
his own people. 

Mr. EMANUEL SNOWMAN suggested that the refusal to allow foreign 
born children to compete for the L.C.C, scholarships was a matter that 
might well be investigated by Jewish M.P.’'s, 

Ih replying, Mr. FINBURGH said he wanted the Jewish people to be 
true to themselves and their traditions and to give no handle to anti- 
Semitism. In the interchange of views and the gaining of knowledge and 
enlightenment the Literary Society movement played an important part. 
No Government could stand against an organised public opinion and it 
was the duty of London Jews to urge all reforms they had at heart, for 
the betterment of their position.

CoLoNeEL WALTER D. KARRI”) DAVIES. 

We regret to record the death, at the age of fifty-eight, of Colonel 
Walter D. Davies (* Karri Davies”) at a nursing home last Sunday. In 
the course of an appreciation contributed to the Times, Sir Percy 
Fitzpatrick wrote of him: | 

Thirty years ago the name of harri-Davies was known and honoured 
throughout the Empire as oae of the two Reform Committee prisoners who had 
refused to sign the personal appeal for revision of the sentence =o upon 
them by Judge Gregorowski in connection with the Jameson Raid. His com 
panion was the late Aubrey. Woolls-Sampson, For thirteen months they 
endured the conditions of that gaol and all the petty persecutions, and never 
once said a word or gave a sign in protest. Notwithstanding their splendid 
physique and moral stamina, both men suffered permanent injury to health by 
this treatment, and in both cases their lives were shortened by it. 

Three years later—just before the outbreak of the war they, with a few 
others, practically all Reform prisonets, raised the Imperial Light Horse. 
Karri-Davies (Major) served throughout in many. capacities; he was wounded 
in Ladysmith, but served throughout the siege of Ladysmith and in the capture 
of Mafeking, and was on the staff of Lord Kitchener, by whom he was regarded 
with exceptional confidence and personal friendship. On several occasions he 
was named for promotion and he was offered the prized decoration of the C.B. 
His reply and appeal to Lord Kitchener when this was offered must be one of 
the most striking and graceful known. His letter begged the ¢ .-in-€ . that his 
Majesty might be pleased to grant him the great privilege of serving through 
ont the war—" without promotion, pay, or reward, as this privileve would itself 
be sufficient reward.” And he came out as be had gone in— Major Karri-Davies. 
Kitchener was not one to waste his time on others; he was hard and exacting, 
demanding service from those under him and value from all; and it was 
astonishing to see the terms on’ which he and many other distinguished 
soldiers met and dealt with this major of. Volunteers, seeming to waive the 
consideration of military rank in the presence of the greater consideration —the 
man? Lord Milner, on whom no cotinterfeit imposed, saw and valued what was 
in him. 

Not by the great and well-known leaders only is a country made. 
are those, too, many and almost uhknown factors, who play their great 
part. No doubt there are thousands throughout'the Empire who are as staunch 
in their courage, as genuiné and loval in their friendships, as single-minded 
and selfless in their patriotism, as modest and pnassuming in their ways, But 
there are not so very many who combine with those qualities that wide concep. 
tion and understanding of the Empire, its spirit and its meaning, and the 
imlomitable lofty purpose that marked the life of Karri-Davies. 

Col. Davies, who was a native of Western Australia, was sent by 
his father. the ownerof extensive timber estates, to Johannesburg, to 
recommend: Australian woods. His enthusiasm for the goods he was 
advocating was so great thatit was then thfat he acquired the nick-name 
of “ Karri” that has stuck to him throughout his long career. He joined 
the“ Uitlanders " who opposed the Kruger régime, and at the time of the 
famous Jameson Raid on Johannesburg he led 150 Australian” irregulars,” 
more or less armed. On thecollapse of the scheme and the arrest of the 
raiders, Davies was (as has already been mentioned)-one of the two 
prisoners who refused to sue to Kruger formercy. After thirteen months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of £2.000 each, they were released on the 
occasion of Queen Victoria's Jubilee. Duplessis, the jailer, who is 
described by Colonel Frank Rhodes as a“ brutal and inhuman wretch” 
was so enraged at his failure to bréak the spirit of. his prisoners that he is 
reported to have said: “ Wait until the others have gone, and if the 
Government leave them in my hands I'll make them ready to sign any- 
thing.” 

Davies's work in the South African war has already been referred to, 
and he had the distinction of being the first man to enter Mafeking with 
the news that Colonel Mahon and Colonel Plumer (now Lord Plumer, the 


There 


High Commissioner for Palestine) were on the way to raise the siege. He 


also served in the main army. wnder Lord Roberts, and was one of the 
officers sent to demand the surrender of Johannesburg. 

During the last war he undertook the task of safeguarding British 
interests on the Pacific belt of the United States, and dealing with all 
cases of espionage and conspiracy. He came into conflict with the Mayor 
of San Francisco in 1919, when De Valera visited the City Hall and set 
up the flag of the Irish Republic. “Karri” Davies protested against this 
insult to America’s ally, and when the Mayor refuse? to have the flag 
taken down, he resigned his office and left America for Canadz 


PROFESSOR GEORGE SELIKOVITCH (New 
Professor George Selikovitch, who has passed away in New York at 
the age of sixty-three, was one of the pioneers of Jewish journalism in 
the United States. He was a frequent and valued contributor to the 
Yiddish DAILY NEWs of that city.

The Bible.

6d.), givesa complete account of allthe work 
done during 1925 on the interpretation of the Bible and in Biblical 
Theology ; on Theolegy in general, and the Bible in literature and life.

The 
chapter on “The Bible in. Life and Literature” is singularly attractive. 
One of the illustrations is taken from the life of Professor Dicey. In 
writing to his wife, Professor Dicey described a speech he delivered 
at a meeting in the City of London, to protest against the recrudescence 
of the Blood Ritual slander against the Jews in Russia, He thought his 
speech was not effective, but that he ended rather impressively by 
quoting Psalm xcvii.2, “Clouds and darkness are round about Him, 
righteousness and judgment are the foundation of His throne.” In his 
address as Lord Rector to the students of the University of Edinburgh on 
November 6, 1925, Mr. Baldwin quoted Isaiah xxv. 7, “ It is truth alone,” 
he said, ‘that will ‘destroy the face of the covering cast over all people 
and the veil that is spread over all nations.’ ” 

“A Hisrory oF HEBREW CIVILISATION,” by Professor Alfred Bertholet, 
translated by the Rev. A. K. Dallas (Harrap, 12s. 6d.), attempts to give 
an account of the conditions of civilisation in Palestine. The author is 
anxious to bring cut the dependence of Israel's civilisation on the land in 
which it was'achicved, and this involves showing its relation to the 
contemporary. Oriental life. The chief mistake of those who are 
upfamiliar with the subject is that they show an involuntary tendency to 
bring to their reading of the Bible the completely different conditions of 
to-day. ‘his temptation, says Professor Bertholet, must. be overcome, 
We must also abandon the idea that Israel was isolated and shut off from 
the rest of the world. In Palestine there was an intermingling of the 
most. varied it flhences--Egyptian, Babylonian, Hittite, and even those 
of the Western World. To estimate correctly the relation of these to 
each other and ‘their conjunct significance for I-rael is one of the most 
difficult tasks, and one which perhaps will never be completely accom. 
plished. I:xcavation work has cast much new light on the civilisation 
of Paléstine at the time of the Hebrew invasion. It has been the writer's 
endcavour to. utilise this fresh material as far as possible. Professor 
Bertholet Cevotes special attention to the intellectual and spiritual 
elements of Hebrew civilisation, and so the literary history of Israel has 
also been included. 


Finally, this work contains an aeconnt of the religion

A meeting of the Council of the Jewish Health Organisation was held 
at 67, Wimpole Street, W.. Dr. A, H. Levy was in the Chair. There 
were also present: Dr. M. D. Eder, Mr. A. Freedman, Dr. Y. Krupenia, 
Dr. A. Goodman Levy, Dr. L. Mandel, Mrs. Model, Mr. M. 8.

An application from the United Ladies Tailors’ Trades Union for the 
Organisation to arrange lectures for them on health subjects, in accordance 
with the precedent of former sessions, was referred for action to the 
appropriate Committee. 

In a report presented by Dr. M. D, Eder, it was stated that the follow- 
ing doc’ ors had been appointed for the current session to supervise health 
conditions in the various Talmud Torah Schools:

(Beth Hasefer, Soho Square), Dr. Hertzberg (Camden Town and Tottenham ¢ ourt

Appointments for the remaining schools were at the moment under 
consideration. 

On account of the heavy incidence of visual defect among Jewish 
children reported by the County Officer of Health, the following 
Ophthalmic Surgeons serving on the Vision Enquiry Committee, Dr. M. 
Joseph, Dr. Chas. Markus, Dr. N. Pines, and Dr. A, Sourasky, had under- 
taken to visit the schools from time to time, and to see that the prescrip- 
tions of clinics connected with the day schools are carried out, and that 
children in need of special care or those whose eyes require to be seen to 
are referred to the existing centres for examination. 

_ The Treasurer, Dr. L. Mandel, said that an increasing number of 
contributions was coming in, thanks to the efforts of Mr. Joseph, Mr. 
Levinson, and Mr. Rees. The amount that had already reached the 
Organisation through Mr. Rees alone sinee the last meeting of the Finance 
Committee was over £100.

“Palestine in 


SCHWEICH LECTURE, 

~ In proportion to its size, Palestine has assumed greater importance 
in human history than any other country, and it was not an accident 
that the decisive military action of the Great War was fought upon its 
soil.” 

This statement was made by Professor Theodore H. Robinson, D.D. 
(Lecturer in Semitic Languages, University College of South Wales), in a 
lecture which be deliveredcn Wednesday evening at the British Academy, 
Burlington House, W.1, 

Professor Robingon’s lecture was the first of this year’s Schweich 
Lectures on Biblical Archwology on the general subject of, “ Palestine in 
General History,” and the title of this lecture was “ From Early Days to 
the Fall of Nineveh.” 


The Chairman, Archdeacon R. H. Charles, of, Westminster Abbey, 
presided over a large gathering, . 
_ Professor. Robinson, in the course of his lecture, said they had 
seen how Palestine had been from the earliest times a bridge between 
the great civilisations of the ancient. world, and how the land 
became a desirable, indeed a necessary, possession, as soon as one 
or the other began to aim at universal empire. She was thus dominated 
by the Hittites, and by the Assyrians, 
and might have been the seat of the Philistine Empire, but for the 
rise of Israel. Yet even that people failed to secure independence 
except for short intervals during which both the great Powers were 
distracted by internal troubles, and the last period of Egyptian domina.- » 
tion was very short. Israel—the one genuine Palestinian nation of 
ancient times—must receive the credit for one of the greatest contributions 
ever made to the political thought ofman. She had brought with her from 
the Nomad state a conception of a common brotherhood which she was 
the first to apply to the conditions of a highly organised settled com. 
munity. Like other Eastern nations, she could not conceive of any form 
of political order other than the monarchy ; yet in Israe), monarchy was a 
unique phenomenon. Elsewhere the king was absolute: a limited mon- 
archy was acontradiction in terms. In Israel the sovereign was compelled 
to accept a Constitution the terms of which might be dictated by the people. 
He had no rights over the property of his subjects beyond such taxation as 
that Constitution permitted him. The genuine Israelite feeling always’ 
insisted that he was merely the first among equals. To all other monarchs 
their subjects were slaves, but to the Israelite King they were brethren; 


and in this as well as in her geographical position lay the unique political 
importance of Israel among the nations of the world,

The toast of the “ London Jewish Hospital “ was proposed by Sir 
BERKELEY MOYNIHAN, Bart., President of the Royal College. of Surgeons, 
who said it required, he feared, a certain temerity and perhaps no little 
optimism that evening to propose the toast of the London Jewish Hospital 
at d time when it was making an appeal for funds to continue its work. 
The necessity for the Hospital had been demonstrated and the competence 
of its management had been made plain to all. The London Jewish 
Hospital started in the humblest of beginnings. Where it would end it 
was for them.to help to say on that occasion. The voluntary system was 
derided by some and even those who accepted it felt that perhaps its day 
was past. He had spent one‘ third of the working hours of his life in 
gratuitous service in voluntary Hospitals. He was not distinguished in 
that from the rest of his profession and he did not feel that the 
voluntary system in this country had ever had its chance. If it perished 
it would perish because of the lack of adequate organisation. ‘Che results 
ofthe voluntary system in this country were, at the present moment, 
really deplorable. They were told, on reliable authority, that there were 
12,000 beds too few in this country for catching up the waiting lists of the 
hospitals. 

THE JEW AS A PATIENT. 

[t was right that the Jew should have hospitals of his own. In 
these hospitals if was not only the religious idea, but also the dietetic 
necessities which should have first consideration, and the Jew—he had 
operated upon more Jews, he believed, than anybody in this country—- 
was extraordinarily good material for clinical research. (Laughter.) In 
the first place, he was good material because he complained early. 
(Laughter.) He knew no class in the community which afforded such 
good material for the study of inaugural symptoms as a Jew. (Laughter.) 
In the second place, the Jew was very interesting as a patient because 
of the personal purity of his life.. In his. judgment he stood supreme in 
this respect. He hoped he was not giving offence when he said that he 
felt that if the Jew failed in personal purity it was only when he 
relaxed or relinquished something of the faith of his fathers. He asked 
them to consider for a moment what the achievements of the Jew had 
been in medicine, which alone should make them recognise the fact that 
separate Jewish hospitals were a necessity. There were one or two 
sayings in the Talmud which seemed singularly appropriate. For 
example, “In the multitude of meats there shall be disease”; “ He that 
sinneth before his Maker let him fall into the hands of the physician.” 
(Langhter.) In it said, “ The best physician is deserving of hell.” 
(Laughter.) He found that hostility to surgery departed very early 
'—(laughter)—for it was recorded, as they remembered, that in his 
ninety-ninth year Abraham performed a certain operation on his son 
and others, the immediate and remote effects of which were very satis- 
factory, and VIBE was the first lady doctor as they would remember, 
In medieval days the Popes relied for the maintenance of their health 
chiefly upon Jewish physicians. He mentioned such men as Henley, the 
leading anatomist of his time ; Valentine, the physiologist; Tauber, the 
father of experimental pathology; Israel, one of the greatest surgeons of 
his day ; and perhaps the greatest of all, the hero of the International 
Congress in England in 1913—a man who changed the whole direction of 
modern pathology—Ehrlich; who was also a Jew; and Haffkine, the Jew 
who inoculated himself with serum and then with plague at a possible cost

of his own life. He believed that their ideal should be to have in London 
the best Jewish hospital in the whole world, staffed by Jews, and training 
Jews in research work, both clinical and experimental. They needed 
only two things —the will to do it and the money to do it with. ) 

Mr. JAMES A, DE ROTHSCHILD, in responding to the toast, said: My 
first words to-night must be an apology if I don't come up tomy part. I 
should like to say, in extenuation, that I have been laid up for abouta 
month and have just crept out of my bed to come here. However, the 
pleasure of meeting you all and the anticipation of a plentiful subscription 
will, I trust, prove a double restorative. I am not telling you this in 
order to awaken your pity or your sympathy. [ hope to arouse these in 
a better and nobler cause, but I do wish and pray for your indulgence, 
May I be permitted to thank Sir Berkeley Moynihan for his eloquent and 
brilliant plea on behalf of the London Jewish Hospital. (Applanse.) Sir 
Berkeley Moynihan has told you what he thinks can be made of the 
London Jewish Hospital. May I tell you whatit is at present? Its history, 
its foundation, its growth. are truly romantic. Some twenty years agoa 
poor East End barber, Isaac Berliner, fell ill, and spent several weeks in 
hospital. He was admirably looked after, but he suffered great sorrow 
and great pain from his non-Jewish surroundings. The kind care, all the 
devoted affection which was shown to him by the nurses and by the 
doctors—all the devoted care bestowed upon him by the hospital could 
not make up for the anxious feeling of the observant Jew. And the 
Jewish wards, good as they are, where there is no Jewish staff, do not fill 
that gap, and are only a partial remedy. So the thought germinated in 
Berliner’s generous mind of founding in London a Jewish Hospital, and 
in 1907 he convened, in a back parlour of an East End basement, a small 
meeting of some of his friends, imbued like himself with the same spirit 
and who, like himself, were dreamers of the Ghetto. And yet Berliner, who 
only died a few months ago, lived long enough to see his cherished dream 
become aliving reality. (Applause.) But, oh, what laborious endeavours he 
had to gothrough., from tenement to tenement, from basement to basement, 
from one small shop toanother! Bat he and his friends, within two years, 
collected sufficient money to buy an admirable site in Stepney Green. 
{(Applause.) And then the half-crowns, shillings, and pennies were collected 
one by one, and the poorest ofthe poor were giad to give becanse they knew 
that they were giving in a cause of their own, and they knew that what they 
wanted wasa Jewish hospital where they would be ableto recover fromtheir 
illnesses on a Jewish fare without infringing the holy ritual, a place where 
they could die in the arms ofa nurse of their own people among the ministra 
tions of their own. 

THE NERD FOR A JEWISH HOSPITAL. 

Here, I must say that I have nothing but praise and regard for those 
institutions which so generously provide special wards and /asher 
kitchens for their Jewish inmates. The services that these render to our 
people is wonderful, and beyond all praise. But those who work among 
the sick know that more ritual is required—more than the mere devoted 
care ofthe physician and the nurse. Finally, in 1919, the out-patients’ ward 
was opened, and from 11,000 cases which were treated in that year, the 
number rapidly rose to 65,000 in 1923. But the congestion and the pressure 
were so great that the hospital reluctantly had to reduce this number, and 
in 1925 they were only able to deal with 44,000 cases. (an you W onder 
that we appeal to you to-night ?, It was in 1922 and 1925 that the operating 
wards and operating theatre were opened, and in 1925, 89) cases 
were.cared for. Who can still say that the London Jewish Hospital 
was superfiuous » It has now heen ree ognised by the three great central 
hospital funds. and has received grants from them. It has been reecog- 
nised also as a training school.by the-General Nursing Council, and its 
administration under the able Chairmanship of Dr. A. Goodman Levy 
(applause) has had the happiest results. Of the skill of its medical and 
nursing staffs I need say but little, because you know what its ré putation 
is. Mr. Bernhard Baron (loud applans soon came to the help of this 
institution. But still mainly from pockets of the humble East Ender, the 
Schneider. and his friends, came the large sum of £28,000 which was sub- 
scribed last year for the upkeep of the hospital. Dnt, alas, when the 
good people who worked for this hospital went further afield, they met 
with nothing but displeasure, and the idea of a Jewish hospital in London 
was bitterly opposed. Yet there is one in every c ipital in Europe, and 
New York, with its large Jewish population, possesses aS many as ten, 
while there are Jewish hospitals dotted all over the United States. Why? 
Only the other day in Manchester, Lord Derby opened a new Nurses 
Home for their Jewish Hospital. But I have constantly received letters 
some I am glad to say, are softened by small cheques—attacking 
our institution on the plea of separatism. I fail to see what that means. 
It is apparently quite all right for a Jew to be buried in a Jewish 
cemetery, but if he wants to live in a Jewish hospital he is not allowed to 
do so. I cannot understand this rooted objection.. Think of this great 
empire where so many races, So many creeds, and so many different 
countrymen are united under the same crown, leading their own lives, 
each according to their own standard within the compass of their own 
laws and their own institutions. Think of this very island where.at least 
three different races unite their sterling qualities in common effect and 
common interests. How can there be any objection to our comnrunity, 
who have preserved their identity through centuries, contributing their 
quota to the common weal and yet maintaining their purity of race, of 
religion, of standard and of custom. (Applause.) To-day, more especially 
when the Jewish people is more particularly responsible for the welfare 
and the progress of one more corner of the globe which is governed by 
Britain, I feel that any reproach as to separatism which is levelled at 
our community is the thought of an unworthy citizen. Do not let us 
impair in any way the strength of the Jewish appeal. The people 
who founded and started a Jewish hospital strengthened and 
buttressed this colamn; their patient effort helped to enable the 
sufferings of every creed, and of every class, to enjoy Jewish care and 
Jewish devotion, and they are pleased ayI am, that many of the patients 
of the hospital are non-Jewish—as many ays forty per cent. (Applause), 
When you think of this it may strike you that they are, in some measure, 
paying the debt which they as citizens owe to their country, and to this 
great city. It is a contribution of no small value to maintain such an 
important institution, I am glad to say, however, that the opposition of 
twenty and even of ten years ago is gradually giving way toa Spirit of charit- 
able co-operation, and the tetrarchs of Berkeley Square, and of Bayswater 
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have opened their gates to those who come to them for help. But yet, T 
cannot say that l am happy. . We have the workers: we have the will to 
Work; we appear to have every sympathy, but we have not got the 
wherewithal, and so, T call upon you all to charge your fountain pens and 
dip into the ink and not to forget the accompanying figure. 

FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS. 

When we have completed our work for which we are appealing to-night, 
we shall have 100 beds instead of 50. We shall have aseparate ward for the 
children instead of hording children and adults together as we do now, 
which is horrible. Weshall be able to give the nurses their accommodation, 
which every modern hospital deems a necessity to give. We shall have 
room for. our ever increasing number of patients ; we shall have a patho- 
logical laboratory, Which is considered essential in’ every hospital now: 
a-days, and we shall have space ‘tor an artificial sunlight installation, 
which was so nobly and generously dovated by Mrs. Abraham Davis. I 
trust that your response to our appeal will come up to the anxious 
expectations we have been budgeting for. Iam hoping for a windfall, 
and in that case we could even indulge in a luxury—a wide balcony for 
the children’s ward for open air treatment; sun and fresh air for poor 
little creatures who are stunted and wasted by anwemia. We would be 
able to tile most of the wards of our hospital, which would make it 
possible for us to fight the dust and germs which infest the building, and 
vlaze our Windows with brighter glass--again a luxury. And, oh, for a 
windfall! lI Year may have wearied you ~(cries of “Not")—but if you 
fail to respond to our appeal, knowing your world-wide generosity, 
I can only put it down to inability on my part to come up to 
my task. I have done my best to put before you the benefits which this 
hospital confers; its efficiency; its good management; its moral and 
spiritual value. I believe I have acqnainted you with its needs. If youdo 
not respond as much as we pray for, I shall put it down to my own 
personal inability. But I do believe that our case is so good and so strong 
that it will inspire you without the aid of oratory or phraseology, and I 
fee! certain and convinced that if you help us you will be doing a good 


deed, not only for the patients of the hospital, but also a deed which will 


redound to the credit of English Jewry. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E., proposed the toast of the Houses 
of Parliament. It was, he said, his great privilege to associate with that 
toast the nunes of the Marquis of Reading and the Right Hon. David 
Ljoyd George. As regards Lord Reading they were very grateful to him 
for his services as a Jewish Englishman as well as an English Jew. 
(Applause.) To-day they found Lord Reading playing a great part in 
Palestine, the country that was so dear to every Jewish heart, not as an 
administrator but as head of that great constructive enterprise, the 
Rutenberg Hydro Electric project, which was destined to achieve more 
than any other effort at this moment in bringing the ideal of a Jewish 
National Home to a successful result. With regard to Mr. Lloyd George 
he was sure that he would be the first to recognise how at the moment 
when he stood at the helm of State in the greatest crisis in the history of 
this country, the Jewish community volunteered for active service in 
defence of the flag. They were grateful to him for his. presence that

House of Lords, no one will deny the great public spirit of the 
House of Lords, which never fails to arouse the spirit of public 
service which you will see whenever you choose to walk into 
the portals of that august House and see men who are sitting 
around and taking part in the assembly.

I shall 
not trouble you with the thoughts that have chased through my mind, 
and have surged in my brain as I listened to the very eloquent 
speech that fell from Sir Berkeley Moynihan, the graceful words from 
Mr. James A. de Rothschild, and the attractive tribute ‘that was 
paid by Sir Robert Waley Cohen, to this country. This is, not the 


‘moment, for if I once started, my enthusiasm would take me too far. 


I will only say of myself~and I feel bound to say it because of 
the observations that have been made in proposing this toast—TI feel 
it a joy that anything I may have done for my country has been 
thought to be a contribution to the happiness and pleasure of 
my own community. We Jews have not only remembered our 
own community, we have contributed to the cause of humanity. 
With regard to the House of Lords, at least we can all agree upon this, 
that you will not find members of the House of Lords fail to support 
philanthropy. And now I am going to make way for our guest, Mr. Lloyd 
George, so that he may give you the great pleasure of listening to him, 
and | would desire to say, just before concluding, one word ; I was.a little 
surprised when I heard Mr. James Rothschild’s observations in referenc> 
to criticisms that have been passed about this hospital, because it was a 
Jewish hospital. I shall not travel over the ground which he so success- 
fully traversed and disposed of. I will only say this. Be it remembered 
not only by the members of the Jewish community, but by all who are 
citizens of this country, and whe make an appeal to the members of it 
for contributions to charitable and philanthropic purposes, that the Jew 
has never been known to close his pocket, because this is not a matter 
which merely affects this community. The striking thing is that he 
supports his own community, but gets very little assistance from outside 
in doing it; but far more, he is one of the most munificent contributors to 
the causes of humanity and philanthropy, regardless in every way of creed 
or race. (Applause.) There is one person at the table who has met. my 
eye who will stand forth with a name that will ever be honoured and 
esteemed, who makes no such distinction when he empties his purse 
for the benefit of the community, and who remembers that.the whole 
community depends so largely, if not entirely, upon the contributions 
that come from his own purse. But, above all, in his heart, feeling the 
great ache of to-day for suffering humanity, he takes care that no distinc- 
tion of religion, of creed or race, shall interfere with those contributions, 
It is typical of the English Jew, and so may it long remain, 


Mr. Lloyd George. 


Mr. LLoYD GEORGE, M.P., who was given an ovation, the audience 
rising to cheer him, said: After the excellent and eloquent speeches 
which we have all. been privileged to listen to at this late hour 
of the evening, | feel that I owe you an apology for making any- 


thing in the way of a speech, but after the very kindly words 
used by Sir Kk. Waley Cohen, in proposing this’ toast, I feel 
[ must. begin with one word for the House of Commons. It_ is 


perfectly true what Lord Reading says, that I am now one of the 
oldest members of the House of Commons; in fact, I am next on the rota 
for the position of Father of the House of Commons, and I am better in a 
position to say a word about it and for it. It is the fairest and finest 
legislative assembly in the world. 1 have been a member, I think, of 
about a dozen Parliaments—Unionist, Home Rale, Liberal, Conservative, 
Labour -and I still say it is the greatest legislative assembly in the 
world. It has its critics. (Laughter.) There are forty million odd 
people in this island. I don’t use the werd “ odd ” in any sense except an 
arithmetical one, and there are only six hundred seats in the House of 
(‘ommons, therefore the tleld for criticism is very wide. I have heard it 
ealled “the talking shop.” Well, we do talk. But, after all, one of the 
things that distinguish men from the lower order of creation, is the fact 
that we have a larger and more varied vocabulary than they possess. And 
undoubtedly in the House of Commons we make very good use of it. But 
tl have heard a good deal in my life about the “ strong, silent man.” 1 
lave never met him yct (laughter), because my experience is that most 
strong nen are very great talkers. I think Thomas Carlisle invented 
the phrase, “strong, silent man.” And it is said that he praised the 
virtues of silence in thirty large volumes. (Laughter.) . 
THE FATE OF PARLIAMENTS. 
have fallen on evil days. Parliaments are losing 
influence and losing power, especially in Southern Europe. Will the 
British Parliament retain its sway which it has held for centuries» 
There is a great writer who says, “ Whenever a manasksa question in 
public, you may depend upon it he has got the answer ready.” I say 
without hesitation, judging by the symptoms, that the British Parliament 
will maintain its hold. I see no symptom of waning authority; on the 
contrary, in spite of criticism, in spite of a measure of attack—and we a}! 
criticise Parliament when we have not got the majority—in spite of all 
that, I see sigus of a greater expectation in the attitude of the people in 
looking towards Parliament, from generation to generation. I hear some- 


Parliaments 


. thing about the rowdyism of Parliament. Iam anold member. Believe me 


it is nothing to the noisiness of thirty years ago in which I have no doubt I 
took a fair share. (Laughter.) In those days you could hardly hear the 
debates. But believe me, the danger of the future is not from the violence 
of Parliament but from its impotence. Unless Parliament is able to deal 
with the emergencies and exigencies of the nation from generation to 
generation as well as from decade to decade, and from crisis to crisis 
the power of Parliament will fail in this land, as it has failed already in 
other places, but as long as it does, you may depend upon it, the authority 
of the British Parliament will grow, and grow in strength, in power, and 
in beneficence. But will you permit me before I sit down to say how 
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very proud I am to be present at this great gathering of the Jewish 
community. 


JEWISH NATIONALITY. 


I have always been a humble admirer of your people, of your great 
traditions, your literature, your poets, your prophets, your teachers 
and your great leaders, but, above all, as a member of a small race 
myself, I admire the tenacity with which you have stood for your nation. 
The greatest work of the world has been done by small nations. You 
who, above all people, have endured most for a nation, have added the 
greatest glory to nations. The Jewish people are pre-eminently the 
martyrs of nations. There is a reaction against nationality in the world 
—a temporary onc—it has come from the events after the war. It 
interferes with commerce, it interferes with trade and finance and 
business, it interferes with the intercourse of political idealists which 
assume international forms. There is a reaction against nationalit) 
in Europe. It will pass away. Nationality is the gyeatest 
stimilus to unselfish actions. Men will sacrifice more. for nationality 
than for faith, for it is more widespread. (Applause.) I remember 
very well about twenty years ago an incident in the House of 
Commons, in which Lord Hugh Cecil had made one of his very eloquent 
speeches in which he rather attacked nationality, and the present 
Governor-General of Ireland, Mr. Tim Healy, got up (Lord Hugh Cecil 
then represented Greenwich) and asked: What is nationality? Mr. 
Healy replied: I will tell you. Nationality is something.a man will die 
for; even the noble lord, he said, will not die for the meridian of Green. 
wich. ‘Laughter.) That is why youare standing for a very great principle. 
¥ou have survived many empires—Assyrian, Babylonian, . Persian, 
Greek, and the Roman Empire, and throughout the whole of these ages 
standing against unexampled difficulties for your national traditions, your 
national literature, throughout it all you have stood out. The gates of Israel 
are indeed of hammered iron, There is nothing more force can do to 
conquer it.’ You have nothing to fear except from rust, and your services 
rendered to humanity are continous and unbroken throughout the ages. 
To this very day, of statesmen within living memory, the most fascinating 
and the most worshipped of all our Prime Ministers, was a member of 
your race, Mr. Benjamin Disraeli, and without any hesitation I say that 
the greatest pro-Consul of our time is a member of your race whom we 
have with us to-night, Lord Reading. (Applause). Asa member of the 
Welsh race, IT wish the cause of the London Jewish Hospital Ma<eltov. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEvy, Chairman of the Hospital, proposed the toast 
of the Guests. To their guests, he said, that might appear but an ordinary 
appeal dinner. ‘To those who had worked for some twenty years past — 
and they were not all present that evening, some having fallen by the 
wayside—to them it was a great occasion. It signified not only the 
acquisition of many new friends to the hospital, but alsoof many new and 
valued personal interests in the hospital, and he might say how they 
appreciated the magnanimous attitude of those who had previously been 
opposed to them but had now come forward to theiraid. He thought they 
’ might assume, on the evidence of that gathering, that they had at leng th 


demonstrated satisfactorily to every section of the community that it was ° 


a feasible proposition to found a Jewish hospital, and not only to found it 
but to run it as a hospital which was worthy of taking an honourable 
position among the other general hospitals of London—a hospital which 
was capable of bearing its share of that responsibility which devolved upon 
the general public under the voluntary hospital system. 

THE CHIEF KABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE, in rising to propose the 
toast of the Chairman, was received with loud applause. He said: You 
will agree that this has been an extraordinary gathering and that we have 
been privileged to listen to brilliant speeches by men and women vf light 
and leading. What affords us equal gratification is the knowledge that 
the appeal has the best charce of being an unqualified success. 
know, some appeals may be said to. be’ born. dead ; 
fight and come within sight of the goal; while, now and then, one is we: 
subscribed by a generous public. Whenever this is the case, it is oni) 
right to “ fix responsibility "; that is, to look for the-magnetic persona! 
force responsible for the happy result. ‘That is not a very difficult task 
to-night. The success of our appeal will be largely due .o the 
extraordinary popularity of the Chairman—(cheers)—-whom the Jewish 
Hospital was fortunate enough’ to secure for this purpose. The 
reasons for his great popularity are various. Many people know 
him to be a prince of good fellows. (Applause.) Others think of him as 
a major planet in the Zionist firmament. (Cheers.) To me he is deeply 
interesting for an additional reason of quite a different kind. Years ago 
when I still found time to read a book now and then, I dipped into the 
study of Heredity. That study, I found, tended to confirm the current 
view that nature shows a tendency to shuffle her cards; that the 
Shakespeares and Cromwells of mankind, are not succeeded by their 
likes; and that this may be said to oe almost the rule in the case of 
any well-marked personality. Now, in our Chairman, we have a decided 
exception to this rule. We find in him the somewhat unusual example 
ofa man of wide, social, racial and human interests, who is the son 
ofa man of wide, social, racial and human interests. Amid the great 
diversity of his philanthropic activities, his father (Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild of Paris), like /\is father before him, is a sincere friend of every 
form of Jewish Hospital endeavour, and to-night, the son has so proved 
himself. If this gathering were composed entirely of Sir Berkeley 
Moyhihans, or if every one here present understood the Hebrew language 
as well as our Chairman does, I should point to the fact thatin Hebrew 
there is practically the same word for both “ Hospital” and “ Sanctuary” 
—signifying that wherever human suffering is alleviated we stand on 
holy ground (cheers); or I should prove to you that I could justiflably 
apply the Talmudic term PTS 72 PTS to our Chairman. As it is, I 
must content myself with stating that he is a worthy son of a worthy 
father ; true to type of a Rothschild. (Cheers). 

The Secretary of.the hospital, Mr. G. E. Pitt, announced that the 
amount promised and received in connection with the appeal had reached 
the total of £20,807.

Anti-Semitism. 
ADDRESS BY MR. C, H. L. EMANUEL, 

Under the auspices of the West End Jewish Literary Society, an 
address on “Anti-Semitism” was delivered by Mr. Charles H. L. 
Emanuel, M.A., at the Vestry-room of the New West End Synagogue, 
last Sunday. Mr. JosepH PRAG, J.P., presided. 

Mr. EMANUEL, in the course of his address, said that anti-Semitism 
was a danger to English Jewry not only for obvious reasons, but because 
it was so insidious. Its exponents were, as often as not, found to be 
needy journalists, making money out of their bitterness; or cranks, who 
had tobe anti-something. Some people said that beyond meeting open 
attacks in the Press, the community should do nothing. But that would 
not cradicate the secret poison. Every Christian child who learned the 
story of the Crucifixion had the seeds of anti Semitism sown within it. 
Che childish dislike of Jews so engendered was often noticeable among 
school children, because it was natural for children ofa certain age to 
tease and torment. He had experienced anti-Semitism in the course of 
his school-days. Among his own circle of friends he had found quite a 
number of Christians who, while being quite friendly to individual Jews, 
yet seemed to dislike Jews in the mass. An Englishman had a great 


dislike of being “ done,” particularly by a person he takes to be a foreigner 
and a Jew 


deny that there were many among them, quite an appreciable proportion 
of traders, who gained a livelihood more by their undesirable methods. 
[t was to those people that much of the prevailing anti-Semitism among 
adults was attributable. He was convinced thata bankruptcy was considered 
far less a disgrace among the lower middle-class Jews, than among the 
same Class of Christians. There was a vicious system, almost peculiar 
to Jews, of long-firm frauds, but the heavy punishments inflicted were 
making the offence more rare. Any Christian who was clicated by dealing 
with the sham auction traders was a potential anti-Scmite. The mass 
movement of Jews to certain quarters was, he thought, one of the 
principal causes of anti-Semitism. There was a whole section of the 
press which hounded down the Jews as revolutionaries, and nothing 
was more difficult than to answer their. generalities. Jews were, 
in fact, at the merey of the worst specimens born in their 
religion, and every Jew or Jewess carricd the reputation of the 
community in his or her hands. fe was sorry to say that there 
was a small section of Jews,.usudlly anti-religious, who 
themselves . with extreme socialist propaganda. By their actions 
those people brought the neme cf Jew into disrepute. Why a 
single Jew shonld try and assiniilate the ghastly Russian Bolshevist 
theories and advocate the adopeton of their practices, instead.of assimii- 
lating the best qualities of tli English, was a mystery to him. Every 
thoughtless person, Mr. E:iauel concluded, recognisable as a Jew, who 
broke the law, drove abot!icr nail into their coffin. _He hoped he was not 
too-pessimistic, but le confessed, he faced the future of the popularity of 
the Jews in England with considerable misgivings. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he did not agree entirely with the lecturer 
as to the causes of Anti-Semitism in England, but he admitted willingly 
that there were backsliders in their midst. There was no lower com 
mercial standard among the Jews than there was among Christian traders. 
Jews had their defects, but it Was their business to re medy those defects 
by doing their duty as Jews and as citizens. 

Mr. ERNEST LesSsuR did not agree with the lecturer that the ‘short. 
comings of poor fercign Jews caused anti-Semitic feeling in England. In 
dealing with anti-Semitism the religious question had been lost sight of. 
He felt that anti-Semitism would always exist so long as Christians 
taught their children that Jews were responsible for the death of Christ. 
Another factor was the ignorance of. matters Jewish among the general 
population. 


Mr. M. A. GREEN wire doubted whether anti-Semitism existed to 
any great extent in Whgland. Certainly notin Parliament, in art, or in 
high finance were there any evidence of it. 

Mr. 5S. Isaacs, LL.B., said that in his opinion anti-Semitism was 
due to the insfinctive dislike people had for anybody strange and 
different. Jews were looked upon as astrange people, and thus prejudice 
aurvived, Ile disagreed with Mr, Emanuel that the expression of com 
munistic opinions was the cause of anti-Semitism. Every man, irre 
spective of creed, should be allowed freedom of speech, even if his 
political opinions were unpopular.

Shortbread Biscuits. 
Ground rice, 2 028, 
Castor sugar, 3 ozs. 

MIX the flour, sugar, and ground rice together. Rub in the butter, 
then knead thoroughly wntil it is a pliable paste without any cracks, | 
Roll out on a floured board about a quarter of an inch thick. Cut into 
oblong pieces about three inches long, and bake on @ greased tin in a 
slow oven for about fifteen minutes. When cool, remove from the tin 
and sprinkle with castor sugar.

When cold, cut 
through and fill with well-flavoured sweetened whipped cream. Dust 
With icing sugar.

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VOTES FOR WOMEN. 


From Mr. ERNEST L. FRANKLIN, J.P. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sink,—I have read with a certain amount of interest some of the 
letters that you have published recently commenting on the decision of 
the Conjoint Committee of the United Synagogue to refuse the granting oj 
votes to women seatholders. lam afraid that I do not attach the same 
importance to that decision as do most of your correspondents. Even if 
the vote had been the other way, it would have been too late to have 
done much good. Had the vote been granted when it was first proposed 
at the New West End Synagogue some thirty odd years ago, it would 
certainly have given new life to the United Synagogue. Had the Council 
granted the Franchise in 1913 when I carried the motion for female 
suffrage both at the New West End Synagogue and at the Great Syna- 
gogue-—in the latter case against the opposition of the Chairman of the 
meeting—it would have probably saved for orthodoxy many of the 
younger members of the community who were religiously inclined. But 
now, What does it matter ’ 

There is perhaps more true religious feeling among the Jewish youth 
than there has been for a generation, but orthodoxy has now ceased 
to interest them very: much. 

It is a mistake to imagine that all those who are leaving the consti- 
tuent synagogues are flocking to the Liberal Synagogue. I understand that 
the Reform Synagogue is gaining recruitsin substantial numbers. Itisa 
mistake to suppose that Orthodoxy in itself is: repugnant to most of the 
religious Intelligentzia of Jewry. The fact is thatin the present day, when 
both West and East are discarding rapidly their old and narrow ideas of 
sex distinctions, when even Turkish women have come out of their 
seclusion and are taking part in communal life, and when boys and girls 
in most parts of the world have become comrades and sex disqualifica- 
tions have almost disappeared in every walk of life, it seems to them too 
utterly silly that an English woman who is considered properly qualified 
to take a full share in determining the destinies of a quarter of the 
wotld’s population should be considered unfit to have a voice in the 
selection of a beadle in one of the constituent Synagogues. 

She may be, and sometimes is, occupied eight hours a day or more, 
sitting and voting in the British Parliament, presiding at numerous com- 
mittee meetings, serving on boards of directors, voting at Parliamentary, 
County Council, Borough Council, and other elections, performing magis- 
terial duties, pleading at law courts, performing serious surgical opera- 
tions and attending the sick, both at hospitals, run entirely by women, 
and at those run by men and women working together. Yes, she is per-: 
mitted to do all these. But spend afew minutes once or twice a year to 
record a vote at a Synagogue election! Oh, dear, no. This would unsex 
her altogether. She must spend thése few minutes looking after her 
babies, whether she has got any or not —“A woman's sphere is her home” 

and this, say, quarter of an hour a year, is sacred. Perish the future 
of orthodoxy, but give woman that quarter of an hour for her husband, 
her babies and her home! 

I do not know .whether any arguments | would have used had |! 
spoken at the meeting on the 31st October would have altered the decision 
of the majority. Perhaps it might have done so, perhaps not, at any rate, 
| had intended to try. Il was prevented, however, from doing so by the 
acceptance by the Chairman of a motion for the closure of the debate, 
which was carried by a substantial majority. 

-I will conclude by saying that I concur with the views expressed by 
several of your correspondents, that the case for fer. ale franchise was 
supported very inadequately by the two or three speakers who spoke in 
favour of the Chairman's motion.—Yours obediently,

From Mr. SIDNEY C. ISAACS. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—I am extremely gratified to find that I have been able to sense 
the feeling of a large section of the community-—particularly the younger 
generation, on the subject of the necessity for urgent and essential 
reforms of Orthodox Judaism. In addition to the encouraging remarks 
made in your own Editorial columns, as well as by some of your corres- 
pondents, I have received numerous encouraging messages from manv 
others who keenly feel that something should be done—and without 
further delay-——to bring Orthodox Judaism, the practices and beliefs, into 
harmony with modern ideas and modern needs. 

With the observations of your correspondent, Mr. M. J. Landa, I do 
not think that I (or, indeed, anybody who gives these matters the serious 
consideration which they demand) need be greatly concerned. Mr. 
Landa’s verbal quips and personal jibes, besides being in bad logic and 
coarse taste, completely miss the point of the remarks contained in my 
previous letter. 

My purpose in writing to you again on this matter is to express my 
appreciation of the suggestion made by your correspondent, Mr. H. 
Ginsburg, that a public meeting of those who are interested in these 
questions—and I feel certain that there must be many—should take pla 
as soon as possible. 7 

In order, therefore, that a successful and effective meeting should be 
organised, I should be gratefal if you would kindly allow me to appeal 
through your columns to all those who are in sympathy with the policy 
which I advocated in my previous letter, to send me their names and 
addresses. 

May I be allowed, for this purpose, to re-state briefly what my 
suggested policy is. 

The thoroughly unsatisfactory attitude taken up by our spiritual 
leaders on the question of the women’s vote, which has given rise to so 
much blind prejudice and confusion of thought among the rank and file of 
the community, is symptomatic of their general attitude towards many 
matters in connection with Orthodox Judaism which are crying out for 
urgent reform. For the most part, these reforms affect the form rather 
than the substance of Orthodox Judaism; and they could be effected 
without endangering the main structure. But this attitude, which is 
characterised by blind obstinacy, a disinclination to look facts in the face, 
and a disregard for moral and intelleotual progress, is responsible for the 
widespread apathy and indifference on matters of religious belief and 


observance which now prevails among a large section of the community, 
and particularly among the younger generation. 

The policy which I advocate is the inauguration of a “ Young Jewry ” 
movement, which will seek to formulate essential, desirable and broad- 
minded reforms of Orthodox Judaism, and to press the adoption of such 
reforms for the purpose of re-vitalising Orthodox Judaism for the sake of 
the younger generation.--Yours faithfully,

the younger generation’”” Does Mr. Isaacs really mean, when “ living as 
we are in an age of advanced philosophic thought and rapidly developing 
scientific progress,” that woman franchise will he!p to stem the drift of our 
younger Jews and Jewesses” Farbe it! The most “liberal” concessions 
will not check the decline of orthodox dudaism. Measures of far greater

CCCLXIX.—Light. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


As often as Chanucah comes round I go to my bookcase and take down 
the Apocrypha in order to read once more three at least of the Books in the 
collection, namely, the two Maccabees and Judith. I think it is a pity 
that the Books of the Maccabees have not been formally prescribed to be 
read in the synagogue on Chanucah. For interest they compare well with 
the Book of Esther, and for information, sometimes of a very curious 
sort, they excel Esther. In reading the Books I find an outline map of 
Palestine of great assistance ; on this I mark the sites of the battles, and 
I should imagine that a military strategist might cull many a point of 
interest in the record as related in the pages of the Apocryphal Books. 
Moreover, I enjoy the mythical stories and legends of which the most 
famous is that of Hannah and her seven sons, which is recorded in the 
seventh chapter of the second Maccabees. I have always delighted in 
the last two verses of the historian of this Book. At the conclusion of 
his narrative he tells the reader: 


And here will I make an end. And if I have done well, and as is fitting the 
story, it is that which I desire; but if slenderly and meanly, it is to that which 
I could attain unto. For as it is burtful to drink wine or water alone; and as 
wine mingled with water is pleasant, and delighteth the taste: even so speech 
oor — delighteth the ears of them that read the story. And here shall 
an end. | 


That I should read the Books of the Maccabees on Chanucah you will 
find intell gible enough. But why, you may ask, dol read the Book of 
Judith? For answer, I would refer you to a passage in the Shulchan 
Aruch, which quotes an opinion that on Chanucah Jews should eat cheese, 
You ask why. Because, declares the Shulchan Aruch, of the miracle 
which was done by means of milk, seeing that Judith gave the enemy 
milk to drink. AN mwys osmw spd, As 
a matter of fact, there is actually extant a Midrash Chanucah as well as 
a Midrash Judith, and in the process of time f would seem that somehow 
or another the charming and delightful story of Judith and Holofernes 
was connected with the Festival of Chanucah. | | | 

I read the Book of Judith once a year, and the older I become the more 
pleasure I derive from it. The story is as good as any in a modern novel, 
and the artistry has much to commend it. The story-teller shows his 
skill by describing the background of the theme with great effectiveness— 
how the heathen general, in oppressing the surrounding nations by sheer 
brute force, was eyerywhere received with unquestioned obedience and 
even with grovelling. Only in the Land of Israel was there that true 
national self-respect which made men snap their fingers at the invader. 
But when in Bethulia the effects of the siege came to be felt, some of the 
weaker brethren were ready to open the gates to the enemy. | Salvation 
came through a woman—a pious, godly and beautiful woman. Ruskin 
would have said that in this the writer was true to life, for all salvation. 
in human affairs comes through women. The Midrash bears out Ruskin’s 
thesis when it declares that the Israelites were delivered from Egypt 
only because of the virtue of their women folk. 

The story of Judith and Holofernes is as dramatic as any in the 
whole literature of the world. It is a joy to read; and I have often 
wondered why more men of genius have not turned their attention to the 
story. Only Hebbel has made a good job of it, and those who read 
German fluently may be promised a feast of delight if they turn to his 
play. But when all is said, the story in the Apocrypha, with its direct- 
ness and simplicity, must win the heart, and whether the Shulchan Aruch 
is right or not about Judith and the milk, Chanucah is as good a season as 
any other for making the acquaintance of this Apocryphal Book, 

It is worth noting that in early times the appreciation of the 
historical aspect of the Festival was a little dim. Not only does the 
Shulchan Aruch connect Judith with the institution of the Festival, (for 
which manifestly there is little historical evidence), but it also stresses, 
as does the Talmud, the ceremony of lighting lights. The Shulchan Aruch 
declares significantly that the importance of the Chanuecah lights 


(ADIN is so great that even a pauper 
maintained at the public expense must sell his cloak in order to purchase 
oil for the lamps. The lighting of the lights appears to be the main 
celebration of the Festival, and the Talmud accounts for it by telling the 
story of a marvel. The Greeks, the Talmud says, bad spoilt all the holy 
oils, and when the Maccabees came to dedicate the Temple anew, only 
one vial was found intact with the seal of the High Priest. Now this vial 
was sufficient for one day only, but owing to a miracle 03 13 MWY.) it 
lasted for eight days until a fresh supply could be obtained, The 
anniversary of this miracle was appointed a public holiday, with the 
lighting of lights. ) 
When you come to think of it, lights are very-much in evidence in 
Jewish custom. Light is a sign of joy: “ Light shines for the righteous 
and gladness for the upright in heart.” The Zorah is compared to light: 


POLES 
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“Thy word is a lamp unto my feet and light unto my path.” God Himself 
is light: “The Lord is my light and my salvation.” ‘The soul, too, is 
compared to light, and when the body dies a symbolic light is lit to— 
denote the passing soul. But it is light as an emblem of joy that meets 
one most frequently in Jewish practice. Theincoming and the outgoing 
of the Sabbath is symbolised with light. Indeed, the Sabbath lights were 
considered as having such significance that the Shulchan Aruch ordains 
that even a poor man who has nothing to eat shall beg for oil to light the 
Sabbath light, seeing that the light is part of the Sabbath joy (Maw Iny). 
Besides, there is no peace in the house without light M25 pw TS) 
(93 N53. Perhaps that is why the perpetual lamp burns in the synagogue. 

How frequently is light mentioned in the Prayer-Book. God is 
blessed as the maker of light; the Jew prays for a new light to arise over 
Zion in which he may be worthy to participate. On the one hand this 
may be taken to denote a desire for the physical restoration of Zion ; on 
the other, it may be a longing for the realisation df the prophet’s message 
that “ out of Zion should go forth the law and the Word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem.” In this case itis the Jew’s yearning for enlightenment. As 
Kohelet put it, “ Wisdom excelleth folly as, far as light excelleth 
darkness.” 

Will anyone deny the beneficent influence of light? It is oneof those 
things in life of which we cannot have too much. It is not difficult to 
understand that the sun should have become an object of worship among 
many ancient peoples. “Truly the light is sweet, and a pleasant thing it 
is tosee the sun.” That is every whit as true to-day even in our sea-girt 
and fog-logged isle as it was in the golden Orient, in which Kohelet must 
have lived and written. Those of us who appreciate the rays of the sun, 
those who are gladdened in mind and heart by its light and warmth, 


- must have a good deal of sympathy with the early sun-worshippers. 


Abraham, before he discovered the 
one and true God, worshipped God’s most prominent luminary, 
the sun. Among the ancient Persians the sun became a Deity. 
The Greeks worshipped him as Helios, his father was Hyperion and his 
sisters the rosy-armed Dawn and the fair-tressed Moon. They depicted 
shim wearing a golden helmet as he stood in his golden-reined chariot 
drawn by flery steeds. In ancient Babylon likewise Shamash was the 
supreme God, the highest judge, and the source of law. Sometimes he 
was represented as an old man with a long beard, with sunbeams 
radiating from his shoulders. The ancient Hebrews did not escape the 
charmed influence of the sun. We are told that the wicked King Menasseh 
worshipped the sun in Jerusalem, and that when good King Josiah 
abolished worship of the heavenly bodies, he caused the vessels used in 
this idolatry to be burnt, and he also put down those who offered incense 
tothe sun. From the Biblical account of these strange idolatries it would 
appear that horses specially devoted to the sun were maintained in 
Jerusalem, apparently to draw the chariots.as they were driven out to the 
east to mect the rays of the morning. I believe in certain parts of India 
the sun is still a Deity to whom thousands of devotees pour out their 
hearts in prayer and abase themselves in worship. I can understand the 
influence of the str" Is there any of us who does not love its light? Is 
there man, woman or child who does not find it pleasureable to bask in 
its rays? To-day we no longer make a cult of the sun, but in the 
trne spirit of modern civilisation we extract from him his blessing in 
the shape of violet-rays. I am informed that the use of violet-rays is 
spreading in many parts of the world, and that before long it will be 
possible to disseminate these rays artificially in every home for the 
benefit of the sick and the whole alike. 

Itisa far cry from the (hanucah lights to violet-rays. Perhaps the 
two are landmarks of the old and the new which are to be found in every 
department of human activities. Perhaps the light it is which appeals 
so much to children, and so constitutes Chanucah the children’s festival 
par excellence.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Dr. CHARLES S. MYERS, C.B.E., F.R:S. 


N the year 1871, a Committee was set up in London for the 
purpose of caring for discharged Jewish prisoners and for 
arranging for Jewish visitors to attend the various hospitals 
where there were Jewish patients. In the same year, this 

Committee came under the ewegis of the United Synagogue, which 
made annual grants towards its expenses. To-day, when the annual 
grants run into many hundreds 
of pounds, all too little is 
generally known of the exten- 
sive and invaluable activities 
of the Visitation Committee, 
which are no longer confined 
altogether to the Metropolis. 
A few years ago, Dr. Charles 


gist, was appointed Chairman 
of the Committee, and under 
his vigorous direction enormous 
strides have been made in the 
development of this most 
necessary work. 

“Our activities,” said Dr. 
Myers to a representative of THE 
| JEWISH CHRONICLE, “may be 
divided into two main categories. In the first place there is 
the hospital visiting. We provide for Jewish twinisters to pay 
regular visits to Jewish patients, and, where possible, to arrange for 
services to be held The work is not merely confined to ordinary 
hospitals, but includes infirmaries, convalescent homes, and mental 
hospitals. During last year no less than 3,665 visits were paid by ministers 
working under our organisation. We have also a Ladies’ Committee, 


which arranges for lady visitors to attend the hospitals, etc., and takea . 


personal interest in the Jewish female patients. Last year 1,200 visits 
were paid by the lady visitors. Mrs. L. Rosenfeld is the very active Hon. 
Secretary of this branch. I would like to point out that our visitation 
work is not confined to the London boroughs. In the case of 
South Coast convalescent homes, for instance, we get into touch with the 
local ministers, so that patients drafted from London are not left without 
a friend of their own creed to visit them and help them in any way 
possible. 


“The other main branch of our work relates to Jewish prisoners, and 
also includes all the functions of a Prisoners’ Aid Society. For this 
purpose we have an after-care sub-committee which sees to it 
that discharged Jewish prisoners are not just turned out into 
the world without a helping-hand to assist them to retrieve their 
good name and self-respect—in other words, we have to save them 
from slipping into a life of crime. We arrange for Jewish ministers to 
visit the prisons and to hold services for Jewish prisoners. Besides this 
there is an ever-increasing demand for regenerative work in the prisons, 
- particularly as in the past few years the whole system of prison organisa- 
tion has been revolutionised. As is well known, the aim of the Home 
Office to-day as regards the treatment of prisoners is to correct rather 
than to punish. Thus everything possible is done to turn the delinquent 
into a useful member of society. For instance, we are at the moment 
arranging for lay helpers to go down to Wandsworth Prison and give 
lectures or addresses to the Jewish inmates on Sundays. Wandsworth 
has a special branch reserved for young offenders between the ages of 
sixteen and twenty-one. Sundays are dreary days for these boys, as 
the ordinary work is not carried on, and the Jewish boys, of course, do 
not attend the church services. Hence the need for such a break in the 
monotony of the day. 


“By arrangement with the Home Office, we have managed to 
get all the Jewish boys who are sent for Borstal treatment 
concentrated at Feltham. This considerably facilitates our work and 
also enables us to look after the boys’ welfare as Jews much more 


effectively. We could well do with some further helpers for Feltham, | 


gentlemen who would be willing to go down and hold services and have 
talks with the boys. The work, besides being of great public value, is 
intenscly interesting and I hope I shall receive offers of assistance from 
members of the community. 

“Our Committee is recognised by the Home Office, and consulted by 
that department in all matters where Jewish prisoners are concerned. 
We have invariably found the Prison Commission and its officials most 
courteous and sympathetic. 

After Care. 


“ Then there is the question of the after-care of discharged prisoners 


~—perhaps in a way the most vital section of our work. We have been — 


fortunate in securing the services of Mr. Louis Prins as Superintendent 
of our Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society. Mr. Prins is a wholetime 
official and has achieved really remarkable success. When a Jewish 
prisoner is discharged, the minister visiting the prison directs him to 
Mr. Prins’s department at the United Synagogue offices, where every 
effort is made to secure him employment. I should giadly welcome the 
co-operation of more employers of labour in this work, as it is sometimes 
very difficult to secure the right kind of place for a discharged prisoner.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ Not by might nor by force but by My spirit.”—Zechariah iv., 6, 


What is the religious significance of the observance of “ Chanucah ” ? 
Has it anv message for modern Jewry, or is it only a celebration of the 
victorious outcome of the brave struggle of a little people, fighting against 
great odds for a noble cause? Those, whose views are largely swayed 
by the current trend of thought and fashion, may be tempted to make 
“Chanucah” the occasion for the encouragement of the more “ manly ” 


virtues that the Maccabean example may suggest, or to boast that Israel has 


had her military heroes, who may take their place with the great soldiers 
of history. But this approximation to environment is, strangely enough, 
the last thing which a careful study of “ Chanucah ” recommends to the 
student who desires to follow the lesson that the story teaches. The wars of 
the Maccabees, were the final outcome of a long struggle between Jewish 
traditions and a powerful anti-Jewish environment. For over a hundred 
years before the days’ of Mattathias, Egyptian and Syrian influences— 
the unworthy survivors of ancient Greek culture-—-had been insidiously 
contaminating and undermining the spiritual teachings and practices of 
Judaism. The Jews who had followed Alexander the Great to the city of 
Alexandria had been allowed access as free citizens to all the advantages 
of Greek civilisation. Their influence gradually spread to Jerusalem. 
The Greek world was at first a revelation to Judea of a wider horizon and 
of a new and refined enlightenment. The Jews followed eagerly the arts 
of painting and of sculpture. The Greek language began to supercede the 
ancient Hebrew tongue. Bat after the death of Alexander, Greek ideals, 
as manifested in Egypt or in Syria, had lost much of their real intrinsic 
value. 

It was not a soulful culture that penetrated into Judea. The cult of 
spiritual loveliness that is the incentive to true art had degenerated into 
extravagant habits and frivolous customs. Greek frivolity and extrava- 
gance drew their Jewish imitators also into a vortex of dissipation. 
Dionysian festivals were introduced into Jerusalem. Intoxicating orgies 
and shameless licentiousness were encouraged in high places. The new 
formed love of beauty and of art could never compensate for the loss of 
the old Jewish virtues of chastity and morality. Anew Greek philosophy, 
coloyred by this love of pleasure, began to invade the domain of religion. 
Even earnest men, under Greek influence, ventured to cast doubts upon the 
old traditional beliefs. Did God really demand from man the denial of self- 
gratification? Did He really care for the world of humanity? Was not 
Judaism too stern and altogether too old-fashioned? Could not the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem copy their brethren outside Palestine, who had long ago 
forgotten the Hebrew tongue and used the Greek vernacular, even for 
religious worship? Political considerations drew them even nearer to 
the Gentile. The Jews needed the support of the Greek Macedonians 
against some of their more immediate neighbours. They desired to curry 
favour with them, and it was for this purpose also that they followed 
slavishly their manners, their customs and observances. 

Unfortunately, the chief instigators of these new custonis belonged to 
the priestiy family, the direct descendants of Simon the Just, in whose 
person had been combined the most glorious traditions of Israel's 
priesthood. In the land, which once rang with the prophetic utterances 
of an Isaiah and a Jeremiah, were now sung the love-poems of Sapho, 
were now quoted the witty sarcasms of Euripides. There rose a protest 
among the common people against the desecration of ancient sacred 
traditions by those in high places. The protest might have been 
useless had the temptation continued under the tolerant auspices of the 
Greek-loving kings of Egypt. But when the kingdom passed into the 
hands of the Greek Syrians they were not satisfied with the slow policy 
of assimilation, and they tried to compel their Jewish subjects to adopt 
their own civilisation and to force them to pay homage to their gods. 
The evil stood revealed in its true colours. Israel, who thought herself 
standing at the portals of a new civilisation, realised that she stood on 
the brink of the abyss of apostasy. There were still some of the old 
priestly family left, to show the people the example of resistance, and to 
lead them through a series of marvellous adventures to attain the 
freedom of their land, and the right to the worship of the God of their 
ancestors. “‘Chanucah,” which thus celebrates the new dedication of a 
Temple and a people, has an after history not quite so well known, but 
also of deep significance. The conquering House of the Hasmoneans did 
not long maintain its religidus enthusiasm. Its priestly Kings aimed at 
conquest abroad and at royal splendour at home. Their family was torn 
with feuds and stained with the blood of its own members. In their 
turn they became a new Hellenising force in Judea. The people who 
resented this new apostasy on the part of those who should have been 
the first defenders of the faith, had once more to assert themselves in 
opposition to the aristocratic anti-religious, and anti-Jewish tendencies. 
Thus there arose those sects and divisions in Israel, which, by reason of 
their disintegrating consequences, led to the ultimate overthrow of the 
kingdom, the desolation of the country and the exile of Israel. 

There is thus afforded usin the story of “Chanucah” ample material for 
reflection on the past history of ourown people and its application to more 


_ modern conditions in Jewry. There is a remarkable analogy between these 


periods. This story of the adoption of Greek customs by the Jews outside 
Palestine, and its ultimate influence on the home country has surely 4 
bearing upon the effect of European civilisation to-day on the Jéws of the 
Diaspora ; more particularly since Jews brought up in a Western environ. 
ment are now returning in some numbers to the Holy Land. Can the old 
Judaism withstand the new civilisation, if it degenerates, as it sometimes 
threatens to do, into an easy acquiescence in things that are diametrica!! y 
opposed te the Jewish spirit of purity of thought and holiness of living ’ 
Must the revival of Judaism always depend on coercion trom without ? 
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The Jews in Roumania. 


A Campzrign of Persecution. 


[From a Correspondent. ] CZERNOWITZ. 


The situation of our coreligionists in Roumania, about which details 
have on many occasions been printed in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, is going 
rapidly from bad to worse. While anti-Semitism has not been adopted as a 
definite policy by the Government, there can be little doubt that many 
prominent people in Government circles are deeply infected with the 
virus, and the authorities themselves, either through culpable negligence 
or in accordance with a secretly planned policy, encourage Jew-baiters 
by inflicting no punishment or only trifling sentences on anti-Semitic 
hooligans. Gross insults and criminal incitements against Jews appear 
almost daily in the public Press, and these are allowed to pass without 
even a protest from the Government. 

In Bukovina, Transylvania, and Bessarabia, on official policy of 
“ Roumanianisation” is in force, which is intended to lead to the 
nationalisation of all trade and industry. A measure that injures, toa 
degree, all the Minorities, it is aimed particularly against the Jews. 
Banks and businesses owned by Jews are compelled by law to have a 
majority of Roumanian-born subjects on their Boards of Directors. There 
have been systematic dismissals of Jewish State officials, and Jewish 
professors have been deprived of their posts at State Gymnasiums, their 
places being taken by chauvinistic students fresh from the High School. 

Furthermore, the Government has entirely failed to fulfil the promises 
with regard to nationalisation made in the Treaty of St.Germain.. Very 
many Jews have in consequence lost their citizenship status; and 
in Bukovina alone, where the Jewish population numbers about 150,000, 
no less than 20,000 Jews have been deprived of Roumanian nationality. 

Almost évery day brings reports of attacks on Jewish passengers 
on the trains, and of damage to synagogues. There are no “official ” 
pogroms, but the Jews of Roumania are unable to secure redress, for 
assaults upon them. In the same way the Numerus Clausus Law exists, 
not de jure but de facto, at all the Roumanian universities. - Those Jewish 
students who do secure admittance are subjected to violent attacks on 
the part of their colleagues. There are, however, not many of them, for 
the “ Baccalaureat” (which has already been described in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE) acts as an effectual bar to the admittance of Jews. As an 
example of this, at a recent examination on these lines, all Roumanian 
candidates passed, while Jewish failures were 70-80 per cent.

“Mr. Prins also acts as a sort of unofficial Probation Officer. Techni- 
cally he is not a Court Probation Officer, but actually he attends to the 
Jewish cases and regularly visits the courts for this purpose. He is very 
careful to see that the young delinquents visiting his office shall not come 
into contact with the old offenders whose influence might easily be 
disastrous. In some cases loans are granted, and Mr. Prins has a number 
of letters of thanks from former prisoners, who, thanks to this beneficent 
department of the Visitation Committee, are now useful and self-supporting 
citizens. In nearly all cases the loans have been repaid, and the vast 
majority for whom we find employment turn out trustworthy and satis- 
factory workers. | 

; Jews in His Majesty's Forces. 

“ Another branch of the communal service, carried on in the closest 
association with the Visitation Committee, is the Jewish Chaplains’ 
Department. The Chaplaits are appointed by the War Office on the 
nomination of our Committee, and the Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O. (to 
whose work the War Office paid a graceful tripute) has just been 
succeeded, as Senior Chaplain, by Rabbi M. Gollop. It is our hope to 
develop the work of the Chaplains’ Department in such a way that Jews 
in all branches of His Majesty's Forces may be able to keep in closer 
touch with the community to which they belong. 


Communal Support. 

“Tf.only our financial position was as satisfactory as the results of 
our efforts in behalf of discharged prisoners, I shonld indeed. be happy. 
Unfortunately we have been sadly overlooked by the community which, 
I suppose, imagines we can draw for all our requirements from that 
supposed bottomless well of wealth, the United Synagogue. It is true 
that from that source we were able to obtain a grant of £425 last year 
towards visitation work and £575 towards prisoners’ aid. But this is far 
from adequate. We want more annual subscribers. I am ashamed 
to have to say that other than Messrs. Rothschild, we have only nine 
annual subscribers whose donations total twelve guineas per year! And 
that, although we are by no means representative of the United Syna- 
gogue alone, but number on our committee delegates from the West 
London Synagogtle, the Sephardic Congregation and the Federation of 
Synagogues, each of these bodies making a small annual grant to our 
funds. Our only other source of income is a trifling grant from the 
Home Office. I1' know that many Jews contribute to other Prisoners’ Aid 
Societies, and I do hope that when they learn of the amount of work 
done by us in the after care of prisoners, and when they realise that 
all Jewish prisoners in and around London come under our care, they 
will hasten to join the attenuated ranks of our annual subscribers. 

“In conclusion, I should like to mention the admirable work of Mr. 
Goldberg and Mr. Isaac, and of other members of the staff at the offices 
of the United Synagogue, without whose untiring devotion the aims of 
the Visitation Committee could never have been attained so successfully. 
“One last word about our wants. I would like to emphasise again our 
need of lay workers, both ladies and gentiemen. There must be a number 
of persons in the community who can spare the few hours a week 
necessary for the work, and if they would write to me at the offices of the 
United Synagogue I feel sure we should be able to introduce them toa 
ranch of social service as congenial as it is beneficent.” 


the Jewish Question. 
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Anti-Jewish hooliganism in the Universities culminated recently in 
the murder of a Jewish student, David Falik, who had dared to protest 
against the anti-Semitic régime. The notorious Morarescu, the self- 
proclaimed murderer of hundreds of Jewish refugees, women and children 
included, on the Dniester, is appearmg for the anti-Semitic students in 
the trial of this case. His conduct of the defence has been in accord with 
his character. He has taken advantage of every opportunity to insult 
the opposing Counsel (a Jew), and has even threatened—without a rebuke 
from the Court-—to shoot him at sight. 

Falik’s murder has given rise to questions and counter-questions in 
the Chamber of Deputies and in the Senate, the Jewish members protest- 
ing against the outrage, and the anti-Semites claiming that the incident 
was the result of “Jewish provocation.” It seems probable that it will 
lead before long to a full-dress debate in the Chamber and the Senate on 
If and when it occurs, Roumania will have the 
opportunity to show whether she has acquired anything of western 
civilisation or whether she chooses deliberately to remain in a state of 
Balkan barbarism. 


American Jewish Committee. 


Mr. Louis Marshall on Roumania. 


The twentieth annual meeting of the American Jewish Committee 
was held in New York recently. Mr. Louis Marshall, the President, was 
in the chair. Besides taking up the question of the condition of the Jews 
in Various countries, the Committee discussed the United States Immigra- 
tion and Naturalisation Laws, and recorded its approval of legislation 
now pending in Congress for the admission of the wives and children 
under twenty-one of aliens who have taken out their first papers. 

Mr. Marshall read a memorandum which he presented last December 
to Mr. Titelescu, head of the Roumanian Debt Funding Commission then 
in America, calling attention to the virulent anti-Semitic movement going 
on in Roumania and which the Government apparently is making no 
attempt to suppress. “We find that, for several years past,” wrote Mr. 
Marshall, “there has been an Open, notorious and continuous demonstra- 
tion of animosity against the Jéws, with the accompaniment of an attack 
upon their religion in the form of gross libels, of assaults upon their 
persons, and destruction of their property, and of agitation looking to their 
deprivation of fundamental rights, including that of securing education and 
of earning a livelihood. These acts have not been sporadic, but they have 
been systematic. They have been fortified by publications in the press, 
by addresses made at public meetings, by pamphlets and cartoons of the 
most shameful character, by which it is attempted to stimulate hatred, 
bitter animosity and prejudice, and to attack the honour of those of 
the Jewish faith by falsely ascribing to them every imaginable iniquity. 
Men, women and children have been waylaid on the streets, they have 
been attacked in their homes and in their places of business. The 
windows of their houses have been smashed, and the sanctity of their 
domiciles has been invaded. They have been bludgeoned while engaged 
in their lawful pursuits. They have been ejected from public conveyances 
by force, and at the risk of theirlives. Their houses of worship have 
been sacked on the days which they hold sacred. Nobody has been 
prosecuted for these crimes, the memorandum continues. No protection 
has been afforded to the Jews who have been placed in peril of their lives, 
and who are daily subject to a repetition of the violent attacks that have 
been made upon them. 


The Schwarzbard Case. 


After referring to the situation in Poland and in Russia the report goes 
on to point out that the recent assassination of Simon Petlura, the former 
Ukrainian leader, by a Jew in Paris, is likely to create difficulties for Jews 
in the Ukraine,among the people of which Petlura was and is held in great 
honour. “The Ukrainians are being irritated,” says the report, “ by the 
attempts which are being made to prove that Petlura was not only 
officially, but also personally responsible for pogroms, and by the attitude 
of some of the Jewish newspapers in various countries, including the 
United States, which have held the act of the assassin to be that of a 
national hero. This attitude is not only harmful, but it is also incorrect. 
It is a grave error and an injustice toanticipate the decision of the French 
Court as to the extent of Petlura’s responsibility for the massacres. 
Secondly, while we can understand how a man who constantly broods 
over human wrongs and crimes, and whose relatives were pogrom victims, 
was driven to such a desperate and yet futile act, there is no excuse for 
making him a national Jewish hero and justifying murder committed as 


private punishment for alleged wrongs, or for the Jewish people to 


assume the responsibility for his deed. We trust that agitation along 
these false lines will cease before it is too late. His defence must be 
sought in the fleld of mental irresponsibility, and not in that of 
justification.” : | 


Palestine. 


The report describes the important strides that have been made in 
the upbuilding of Palestine, and says that fifty million dollars have 
been invested in the country by Jewish organisations and individuals 
since October 1917. Although there has been a temporary lull because 
of unemployment, Jewish immigration has increased, Palestine now 
being the chief country of Jewish immigration. During the United States 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1925, only 10,392 Jews were admitted to the 
United States, whereas 29,142 entered Palestine in the same period. In 
1925, a total of 33,801 Jews were admitted to Palestine, an increase of 
161 per cent. over the immigration in 1924 when only 12,856 Jews entered. 
The Government under the new High Commissioner, Lord Plumer, has 
shown itself to be fair and just in all its relations with the Jews no less 
than with the Arabs. 


Mr. Nathan Straus on a Millionaire’s Duty. 
A Challenge to Henry Ford. | 


In the course of his address to the National Conference on Palestine, 


in Boston, on November 2ist, Mr. Nathan Straus, after referring to the. 
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failure of some Jewish millionaires to do their duty towards Palestine, 
said that among the Christian millionaires there were some who used 
their wealth for the benefit of mankind, and others who used it for 
destructive purposes, for breeding trouble. For example, the Rockefellers 
both father and son were devoting their millions to help the welfare of 
mankind, to promote science and advance civilisation ; while a man like 
Henry Ford, who had become one of the richest among the money kings 
of the world, had engaged in a campaign of slander against the Jewish 
people, had spread malicious lies about them, and had stirred up trouble, 
mischief, and hatred here and in Europe. The wealth of the Rockefellers 
was a blessing to America and to the rest of the world; while that of 
Henry Ford had been a curse to America and to the rest of the world, 
because it had been destructive, because it had been used for the spreading 
of hatred and not of peace. 

“ Butit is not too late yet,” continued Mr. Straus. 
his son must have realised ere now that some of the sycophants in his 
surroundings, for their own personal reasons, have misinformed and 
deceived him. It takes ‘ the great’ to make amends for their mistakes, and 
although we have suffered much from these past attacks on an innocent, 
inoffensive people, we will forgive and forget if Mr. Ford admits the 
wrong he has inadvertently inflicted in the past. If he submitted the 
facts to a committee of ten men of unimpeachable character, ministers 
and laymen, he would be fully convinced of the justice of my claim. Let 
him select eight and I will select two outstanding Christians, tried and 
true, to act on this committee. Is not this a fair proposition ?” 


The friends of Justice Brandeis have given 5,000 dollars to the 
5,000,000 dollars endowment fund campaign for the Harvard Law School, 
in honour of his seventieth birthday. The donors express the hope that 
the gift may form part of a Brandeis Professorship. Till then the income 
will be used to support one or more fellowships bearing the name of Justice 
Brandeis, who is an alumnus of the school.

Monthly Meeting. 


At the last meeting of the South African Jewish Board of Deputies, 
presided over by Mr. 8. Raphaely, Acting President, it was reported that 
the Board had made representations to the Minister of Defence with 
regard to the Johannesburg Local Competition for the Transvaal Cadet 
Efficiency Shield having been fixed for Saturday, September 18th, which 
was the Day of Atonement, and that Colonel Creswell had replied that 
everything possible had been done to arrange for another date but without 
success and that he had given instructions that in future the holding of 
the competition during some other month be considered. 

There was a discussion with regard to the protest made by Chief 


Rabbi Dr. J. L. Landau against the injustice to the Jewish Community : 


by the unveiling of the Johannesburg Cenotaph having been made a 
purely Christian Service, and it was unanimously resolved that the 


Board, as the representative organisation of the Jewish Community, 


write to the Mayor of Johannesburg on the subject. 

The following resolution was unanimously passed: * That the South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies, as representing South African Jewry, 
places on record its grateful appreciation of the Union Government's 
declaration of sympathy with, and support of, the Zionist Movement, as 
contained in the resolution of the Union Cabinet passed on September 
4th, 1926, and conveyed by the Minister of Justice to Mr. N. Sokolow, 
wherein it wished all success to, and expressed its readiness to do what- 
ever lay in its power to facilitate the establishment of a National Home 
for the Jewish People; and that the resolution be conveyed by letter to 
the Acting Prime Minister.”

RUSSIAN AND POLISH JEWRY TO-DAY. 
The Federation has been furnished with reports on the present 
position of the Jews in Russia and in Poland, submitted by Dr. Joseph A. 
» the representative of the American Joint Distribution Committee 
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in Russia, and Dr. Bernard Kahn, the European Director of the same 
Committee. Dr. Rosen states, inter alia: 


In the towns and cities you meet thousands of Jews young and old, who 
walk the streets aimlessly, with nothing to do, or are trying to make a living 
by selling and re-selling a few pounds of potatoes, half-a-dozen herrings or a 
few needles. Out of several thousand Jewish tuberculosis sufferers registered 
in Odessa, Kieff, Ekaterinoslav and Poltava, only 4.6 per cent. have a room for 
themselves ; 32.9 per cent. live two persons in one room ; and 62.5 per cent, live 
three to five persons in one room. Of all these peopre only 52 per cent. have a 
bed for themselves, while 45 per cent. sleep two to three persons in one bed, and 
3 per cent. have no bed of any kind, . :

A meeting of the Manchester Foreign Relief Committee, formed 
under the auspices of the Independent Order of B'nai B'rith, was held 
last week at the residence of Mr. |. W. Goldberg, the Chairthan of the 
Committee. 

Mr. Goldberg said that they, as an organisation, had tried their best 
to get the representatives of the various congregations together so as to 
formulate some common plan of action, but all their efforts had been in 
vain. A nebulous committee which had previously existed had vanished. 
It was urgently necessary that a body representing every section of the 
community should be formed to carry on this great work of rescue. He 
thought the London Headquarters of the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations should be asked to take a hand in this organisation work. 

Mr. N. H. Harris said the trouble was that they could not get the 
leaders of the community to serve on the committee. The-present state 
of affairs was a standing disgrace to Manchester Jews. 

The Rev. M. M. Cohen said that not only the privileged classes, but 
the masses of Jewry had to be reached, and that could be done only by 
intensifying the organisation. 

Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., deplored the fact that Anglo-Jewry, as 
a Whole, was not doing enough in this urgently necessary endeavour. He 
hoped Manchester Jewry would do more. 

The Rev. L, Weiwow, B.A., thought the time was ripe to gather 
together all the existing forces in the community, especially those who 
were rendering practical support. A representative Conference ought to 
be convened, from which a permanent committee could be chosen. 

The Rey. 8. M. Lehrman, B.A., said that all difficulties could be 
surmounted if only there was the will to work. He was strongly in favour 
of a representative conference being convened. 

Mr. Isaac Rickless, who attended the meeting on behalf of the London 
Relief Federation, reported that he had made an investigation of the 
state of the foreign relief activities in the City, and he regretted to find 
that large congregations which could raise big sums of money for other 
purposes, had not even attempted to respond to the urgent plea of their 
brethren for bread. He hoped that the collections now proceeding would 
be conducted as quickly as possible, as the Federation had already 
allocated all the money it had in hand. 7 | 

After a lengthy discussion, the Committee resolved to ask the London 
Relief Federation to take all necessary steps to convene a representative 
Conference in Manchester, for the purpose of forming a permanent 
organisation to conduct relief activity in the City.

BENEFITS TO ARABS. 


The report of the Palestine Department of Agriculture, Forests and 
Fisheries, which has just been published in Jerusalem, contains notably 
favourable references to the Agricultural Experimental Station of the 
Zionist Executive, supported by the Keren Hayesod, The effect of the 
increased immigration and industrial activity on the Arabs is thus 
described : 

The Arab rural community has certainly benefited to a large extent from 
increased immigration and industrial activity which have created an abnormal 
demand for all classes of produce, with a resulting inflation in prices and costs 
of living. A number of enquiries from Great Britain has resulted from the 
exhibition of local agricultural products at Wembley, though the high level of 
values obtgining in Palestine as a result of a rapidiy increasing population, had 
militated against actua! business except in fruits. 


Palestine Municipal Election Law. 
NO CHANGES TO BE MADE. 


The Palestine Government has decided not to make any changes in 
the Palestine Municipal Election Ordinance, which was promulgated on 
October 12th as the law under which the Palestine municipal elections 
are to be held. This decision dismisses the amendments to the law which 
were prsposed by the Jewish National Council of Palestine (Vaad Leumi) 
that women be given the franchise, that the amount of annual tax payable 
by a person to make him eligible to vote be reduced, and that the age of 
those entitled to vote be made lower, and that persons who have applied 
for Palestinian citizenship be allowed to vote. 

Pro-Jerusalem Society Dissolved. 
EIGHT YEARS OF ACTIVITY. 


Prior to his departure from Palestine to take up the Governorship of 
Cyprus, Sir Rona'd Storrs, till now District Commissioner of Jerusalem, 
announced the dissolution of the Pro-Jerusalem Society, which he founded 
eight year ago. 

During that period the society has done great service in preserving 
the archwological distinctiveness of Jerusalem by restoring interesting 
monuments in the old part of the city, by reintroducing certain ancient 
arts and crafts, formerly characteristic but recently in abeyance, by 
initiating schemes of town-planning, and generally educating and guiding 
public opinion in the appreciation of the responsibilities imcumbent on 
the inhabitants of the Holy City. Although the Society is now dissolved 
yet the continuance of its functions is assured, for they are being under- 
taken by permanent organisations since developed by Government 
departments and municipal organisations. 


SIR RONALD STORRS’S DEPARTURE. 


Sir Ronald Storrs was entertained to a farewell reception by the 
Jewish community of Jerusalem prior to his departure for Cyprus. He 
said that a British official in Palestine was faced with a unique problem 
in addition to all the previous problems which had always existed in 
Palestine. Under such conditions mistakes were unavoidable. But-he 
wanted them to know that he was leaving them as a friend and he wished 


~ them the utmost success for the Jewish National ideals which he would 


help forward wherever he was. 

Speaking at a reception given by the Jerusalem Municipality, at 
which he was presented with a silver casket bearing an inscription in 
commemoration of his work, Sir Ronald said that a British official in 
Jerusalem, when carrying out his work, had to bear in mind not only that 
Jerusalem was the capital of a Mandated territory, but that it was also 
the Holy City. Jerusalem was like no other city in the world. He had 
been appointed to a higher post, but he felt that after Jerusalem no 
promotion was possible. | 


Resignation of Professor Garstang. 
FROM PALESTINE DEPARTMENT OF ANTIQUITIES. 


Professor John Garstang, Director of the Department of Antiquities 
of the Palestine Government, has announced his decision to retire from 
office, in order to be able to devote more of his time to research work. 

Professor Garstang has been Director of the British School of 
Archeology in Jerusalem since 1919, and from 1919 to 1920 was Adviser 
on Antiquities to the Military Administration, assuming the office which 
he now relinquishes in 1920. Before going ont to Palestine he had been 
since 1907 Professor of Archsology at the University of Liverpool. He 
has been engaged in arch@ological research since 1897, having conducted 
excavations on the Roman sites in Britain, and in various places in Egypt, 
Asia Minor, and Northern Syria. He has published a number of works, 
including a book on the “ Land of the Hittites.” 

Addressing the Palestine Oriental Society last week, Professor 
Garstang announced the location near Lake Huleh of the site of Hazor, 
the capital of Jabin, the great King of Canaan in the times of Joshua and 
of Deborah. 

Professor Garstang found a fortress half a mile square of great 
strategical strength on the Damascus-Egypt route, and commanding the 
junction of that route and the high road to Sidon. The ramparts of the 
fortress were forty to sixty feet high, and the interior was strewn with 
bronze age potsherds. Such a fortress, unique in Palestine, may throw 
important light on early racial and military movements, especially of the 
Canaanite defences against the Pharaohs. 


Professor Sir William H. Flinders Petrie, the famous Egyptologist, 
has arrived at Gaza, the ancient Philistine town near the Sinai Peninsula, 
.where he will shortly start excavation work on behalf of the British 
School of Archmology. 


Railway to Elijah’s Tomb. 
MR. RUTENBERG’S NEW UNDERTAKING. 


A funicular railway to the tomb of the prophet Elijah on Mount Carmel, 
Haifa, (says the WEEKLY DISPATCH) is one of the plans which will be 
carried out shortly by Mr. Pinhas Rutenberg, promoter of the Palestine 
Electric Corporation. 

The Haifa Municipal Council will grant the concession. The Govern- 
ment is asked to construct a £10,000 railway up Mount Carmel. The 
municipality will share in the cost to the extent of £2,000; the Arabs 
£1,500, and the Zionists £1,500. 


Palestine Land Development Company. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Palestine Land Development Company 
was held in Jerusalem recently. The Managing Director, Dr. J. Thon, 
said that in the first half of 1925, when extensive immigration was in 
progress, the activity of the company had grown, and they were able to 
acquire the Acre plain, an area of 65,000 danams, and Tel Shammam and 
Jiddah, 19,000 dunams. But in the second half of the year, when the 
slump began, business had changed. During 1925 the company invested 
about £E70,000 additional funds in land purchases. The total amount of 
investments in land during the year under review was £E£360,000, and 
lands to the same value had been sold. The net profits of the past three 
years amounted to £E14,600. | 

On the proposal of Mr. Hoofien, General Manager of the Anglo- 
Palestine Company, it was decided not to pay a dividend this year, and 
to transfer the sum to next year’s dividend account.

Land of Israel News in Brief. 


THE Government of Palestine is to adopt measures to protect Jews 
praying at the Wailing Wall, and to prevent any recurrence of the recent 
regrettable incidents at the Sanctuary. 

Sir ERNEST DoWSON, the new Lands Commissioner, has arrived in 
Jerusalem to undertake the survey upon which the reforms in taxation 
and tithing are to be based in Palestine. és 


THE Palestine High Court has ruled that the arrest in Transjordania 
of the Sheik Mustapha Khalili by the Palestine authoritles was an illegal 
act. The authority of the Palestine police, it was held, does not extend 
to Transjordania. | 

AN action against the Chief Rabbinate, demanding its resignation on 
the ground that it was elected for a period of only three years, until 
February, 1924, and that it is at present functioning illegally, has been 
brought before the High Jewish Arbitration Court by the lawyer, B. Ben- 
Aharon. 

THE twenty-fifth anniversary was celebrated in Jerusalem on Tuesday 
of the foundation of the Jewish National Fund, which has raised 
£2,000,000 to buy land in Palestine as the inalienable property of the 
Jewish nation. 

PRAYERS for rain were offered up in Jerusalem on Monday, when a 
special service was arranged by Chief Rabbi Kook. Much suffering has 
been caused, particularly in the poorer quarters, by the present drought.

A * NATIONALITY-STATE.” 


DR. ROSENBLUETH’S SPEECH. . 

The following are extracts from an article that appeared in the 
German newspaper the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU in'its issue of November 
19th, with reference to the speech made by Dr. Felix Rosenblueth, a 
member of the Zionist Executive, to the Austrian Zionist Conference : 

THE JEWISH CHRONICLE in its last issue (of November 12th) devotes 
no less than three articles to the speech of Dr. Felix Rosenblneth to the 
Zionist Conference in Vienna, and tothe views of the JUEDISCHE RUND- 
SCHAU on our political aims in Palestine. The articles do not containa 
single sentence that. deals with the real basis of Zionist policy as we see 
it,but confine themselves to criticism of the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU and 
to discussion of the ultimate aim of Zionism and the need for a Jewish 
State. We consider such a discussion both fruitless and untimely, and 
do not propose to join in it. We have never denied that Herz) rightly 
understood the solution of the Jewish problem when he spoke of a Jewish 
State. We have, nevertheless, attempted to point out that in this ideal 
Herzl never thought of any particular country. | 

The official programme of the Party contains the formula of “a 
publicly recognised legally secured home.” The Editor of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE belongs to those who were colleagues of Herz! at a time when 
Zionism had quite a different world to deal with. Herzl’s plans at that 
period were of necessity doomed to failure. Since then Zionism has 
vastly evolved; it is now a practical movement, possible of realisation. 
The abstract formula of the “Jewish State” had a meaning only 
when an uninhabited territory was referred to, and when there was 
a possibility of colonising Jews very rapidly. To-day we are 
concerned not with questions snitable for a debating society, but 
with the task of realising Herzl’s conception in the world asitis. This 
can be done only by the building up of a Jewish community in Palestine, 
which shall, in the shortest possible time, become strong enough to live 
as a free State-nation in Palestine. 

But we cannot deny that in this particular land of Palestine there 
has lived for hundreds of years a second nation. The proper form for the 
future State-entity (Sfaatswesen) can therefore be only a Nationality- 
State, in which two peoples can live together. THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
fights against these elementary facts of practical politics like a Zionist 
Don Quixote. 

This discussion of the “ Jewish State * has broken out in other places 
besides Vienna. Until now only Jabotinsky had songht to adopt the 
“Jewish State,” with all its consequences, as a practical policy. We 
consider his scheme to be impracticable and a hindrance to the realisa- 
tion of the Zionist programme. We believe, too, that many Zionists who 
heartily support the Revisionists are quite in the dark as to what would 
be the consequences of such a policy. The Revisionist policy is not only 
dubious on political grounds, but also diverts attention from urgent duties 
and the true causes of the difficulties with which Zionism has to contend. 

Dr. Rosenblueth's speech is quoted by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
incorrectly from the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU—an instance ofits inaccuracy 
being that it dares to describe the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU as a paper sub- 
ventioned by the World Zionist Organisation. It will be recalled that only 
as areply to Mr. Stricker, who had claimed that. Zionism had lost impetus 
because its Executive had given up the idea of the Jewish State, did Dr. 

Rosenblueth refer to that matter at all. {The paper then proceeds to 


quote the “ official” version of the speech, which has already been printed 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 


Colonel Wedgwood on Britain and Palestine. 


NEED FOR A JEWISH MAJORITY. 


Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., who was Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster in the Labour Cabinet, bas arrived in Vienna on his way back 
to England, after a tour of Palestine. 

According to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, Colonel Wedgwood said 
that during the eight years of her administration in Palestine, Great 
Britain had done nothing for the Jews and as little for the country. He 
would regret it if Palestine obtained her Constitution before there was a 
Jewish majority in the country. The Arab masses, too, he said, would 
be better off with a Jewish majority, because a Jewish majority would 
liberate the Arab felaheen from exploitation by the big Arab estate 

* Owners and Pashas and from the raids by the Bedouins. © 
Colonel Wedgwood added that Palestine would be a Jewish dominion 


n twenty-five years’ time, or else it would be under the direct pro- 
tection of the League of Nations. 3 

On his return to London, Colonel Wedgwood intends to endeavour to 
convince the Colonial Secretary of the necessity of abandoning the 
attitude of neutrality on the part of the British Government in the matter 
of the Jewish upbuilding of Palestine. Neutrality never accomplished 
anything. The Palestine Administration must take up a partisan attitude 
to make possible the rapid formation of a Jewish majority in Palestine, 
by giving the Jews facilities in the legal and economic fleld, and by 
introducing a new land taxation system which will be favourable to the 
Jewish acquisition of land. 


Jews and Ireland. 
HE ‘ 
A STRIKING PARALLEL 


There has always seomed to me (says the JEWISH WORLD editorially) 
to be no little likeness between the Jewish people and the people of 
Ireland in their generations of wrong and evil eudured at the hands of 
those who have been blinded by bitter prejudice. The fight the Irishmen 
have waged, to be sure in more active form sometimes than have Jews, 
against persecution and repression and every effort to debase and subdue 
them, is reminiscent of what Jews have encountered, not from one nation 
but from most of the nations of the world. The splendid services done, 
despite all, by members of the Irish race, for civilisation and humanity, 
forms another point of likeness to Jews, so do their fervid religiousness, 
their poetry, and their idealism. And so, too, does their exile— 
the millions that have been compelled to leave the land of 
their birth and travel across the seas, often their only means of escape 
from the effects of the worst conceivable tyranny, with the result that 
though their National being is now restored to them they are, as Jews 
must for long be in Palestine—a minority in their own land of their own 
race in the world. But for Irishmen that long, long, very dark chapter in 
their history is closing, and the other day the Irish political representa- 
tive received from the City of Manchester the highest mark of regard 
which it could pay. 

And in acknowledging the distinction that had been conferred on him 
of becoming a citizen of Manchester (continues the JEWISH WORLD), Mr. 
Cosgrave used some words that it seems to me Jews should take to heart 
and apply to themselves and the effort that is beginning in Palestine to 
form Jews into a political Nationality. What Mr. Cosgrave said applies, 
mutatis mutandis, it strikes me, to the aspirations which Jewish Nation- 
alists nourish as-an outcome of the Zionist movement : 


Your country and mine (said Mr. Cosgrave), separated for centuries 
by a tragic series of events which have now, happily, come to an 
end, give an example to the world of what can be achieved by free 
association between nations. My colleagues and myself have the 
most profound conviction that the relations between us will ripen 
into a bond of sincere and lasting friendship, and that the people of 
these two islands, placed by God so close together on the surface of 
the ocean, while differing by race and characteristics, will hence- 
forth devote themseives rather to discovering grounds for common 
endeavour and common achievement than to seeking in the pages of 
history for memories of bitter things which must be buried for ever. 
Let us, then, obtain that lasting peace and friendship which God has 
surely destined for. us. 

It was not the limit of their ambitions that the people of these 
islands should live in peace and friendship with each other. They 
had a still greater work to achieve. The whole world was striving 
for peace, and they would be very short-sighted not to realise what a 
powerful instrument for that purpose was contributed by the peoples 
settled in the vast spaces of Canada and Australia and New Zealand ; 
and he as an Irishman could not help thinking also of another great 
country which had to such a large degree been built up by his fellow- 
countrymen. Their people scattered over the American continent 
would help them to forget the memories of the past and join forces 
for the establishing of.concord and harmony. 


Happy the day when a Jewish Minister of a Jewish Commonwealth can 
thus say of Israel that his warfare is ended and that he is at peace with 


all the nations of the world, doing his share in the common work of human 
progress ! 


Great Britain and an Arab Confederation. 


SECRET DOCUMENTS TO BE PUBLISHED. 


The secret documents which passed between the British Government 
and ex-King Hussein of the Hedjaz, who was deposed after the conquest 
of his country by the Sultan Ibn Saud, and on the basis of which the 
ex-King was persuaded to join the Allies against the Turks during the 
war, are to be published shortly as a Green Book by ex-King Hussein, 
who is now living in retirement in Cyprus. 

Ex-King Hussein claims that the British Government has broken the 
promises it made to him in the documents which he has in his possession. 
Sir Henry MacMahon, be says, promised him that in return for his — 
support of the Allies he would be made the head of an independent 
Arab State. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, speaking on behalf of the Government in the 
House of Commons some time ago, denied that the pledge was made ; but 
refused “in the public interest” to publish any of the documents com- 


prising “the long and inconclusive correspondence with the Sherif! 
of Mecca.” 


The Palestine Loan. 


FUNDING PALE STINE’S FLOATING DEBT. 


In the course of a leading article, the NEw JuD#A explains the two- 
fold purpose of the projected loan of £4,500,000 to Palestine. 

In the first place (it says) it is, in effect, in the nature of a funding 
operation. Capital works urgently required for the development 0! 
Palestine have already been undertaken by the Government on a con- 
siderable scale, to a total cost, up to the close of the financial year 
1925-6, of just under £2,000,000. These works have been partly financed 
by means of temporary advances to the Palestine Government from the 
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Crown Agents for the Colonies. Again, Palestine has taken over the rail’ 
ways built by the British Army during the war, including in particular 
the trunk liné from Haifa to Kantara. So far, no payment has been made 
for these railways to the British Government, af whose expense they 
were built, but it has always been recognised that Palestine could not 
expect to receive them as a free gift, and it is now proposed that it should 
pay for them to the extent of £1,000,000 from the proceeds of the loan. 
In addition, it is proposed to clear off in the same way a debt to the 
Imperial Government of sbout £260,000 in respect of obligations incurred 
by Palestine to Great Britain in the early days of the British Occupation, 
and also in respect of a quantity of stores taken over by the Palestine 
Government from the British Army. The total sum to be repaid under 
these various heads amounts altogether to about £3,000,000, Tothis extent 
the object of the loan is, to all intents and purposes, to enable Palestine 
to fund its floating debt, and thus to regularise its financial position. The 
balance of £1,500,000 will be available for the further development of the 
capital works on which, as seen above, nearly £2,000,000 have already 
been spent in anticipation of the loan, and for financing a new project of 
the utmost importance, namely, the construction of harbour works at 
Haifa. 


Mr. Jabotin ky at Solonika. 
A JEWISH MAJORITY FOR PALESTINE. 


[From our Correspondent. SALONIKA., 


Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky was accorded a notably enthusiastic welcome 
on his arrival here a fortnight ago to address two important meetings. 

At the first of these Mr. Jabotinsky said that the aim of Zionism was 
to establish a Jewish majority in Palestine. Without: such a majority 
Palestine would still be the Galuth.. To their own consciences they were 
obliged to admit that they had failed inasmuch as they had. not accom- 
plished all that they could have done and ought to have dono during the 
last ten years. But before European public opinion they could hold their 
heads high, for in no other country had a task of such magnitude been 
carricd out confronted with such difficulties. Much had been done, but 
it had been found impossible to maintain the rate of progress because 
Palestine, a small and poor country, had not been organised to receive and 
provide for so large an immigration. The remedy was thatthe Mandatory 
Power shonld take its share in establishing a colonisation régime favour- 
able to the establishment of a Jewish majority in Palestine, by 
expropriating uncultivated lands for Jowish colonisation. 

At the second meeting which he addressed, Mr. Jabotinsky said that 
the chief difference between “ official” Zionism and Revixionism lay in 
the question of the Jewish Legion. Palestine constituted only 1/200th 
put of the territory owned by the Arabs, and the conscience of the 
world approved the Jewish demand for that small piece of land. 
Naturally, the Arabs of Palestine were opposed to that demand. To 
protect what the Jews themselves had built it was necessary to have 
a Jewish Legion, for they could not allot that task to the Arabs, and 
there were now hardly any English police. The English, who were the 
most heavily taxed nation in the world, could give neither men nor 
money. If they wanted justice, the recoguition of their rights, and the 
protection of their property in Palestine, they must have a Jewish Legion. 

Mr. Jabotinsky’s visit has caused a great accession of strength to the 
Revisionist Movement in Greece. He has since given addresses in Sofia 
and in Berlin, after which he is returning to Paris to prepare for the 
Revisionist Congress, which is to be held there on December 26th. 


American Attack on Zionism. 
“ ARTIFICIAL” AND “IMPRACTIC‘BLE.” 


In his report to the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, Dr. 
Ilenry Pritchett, who has recently visited. Palestine, condemned the 
attempt to colonise that county with Jews as impracticable.

A “ NATIONALITY-STATE.” 


DR. ROSENBLUETH'S SPEECH. 

The following are extracts from an article that appeared in the 
German newspaper the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU inits issue of November 
with reference to the speech made. by Dr. Felix Rosenbinueth, a 
member of the Zionist Executive, to the Austrian Zionist Conference: 

THE JEWISH CHRONICLE in its last issue tof November 12th) devotes 
no less than three articles to the speech of Dr. Felix Rosenblueth to the 
Zionist Conference in Vienna, and to the views of the JUEDISCHE RUND 
SCHAU on our political aims in Palestine. The atticles do not contain a 
single sentence that deals with the real basis of Zionist policy as we see 
it.but confine theniselves to criticism of the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU and 
to discussion of the ultimate aim of Zionism: and the need for a Jewish 
State. We consider such. a discussion both fruitless and untimely, and 
de not propose to join in. it. We have never denied that Herz) rightly 
understood the solution of the Jewish problem when he spoke of a Jewish 
State. We have, nevertheless, attempted to point out that in this ideal 
Herzl never thought of any particular country. | 

The official programme of the Party contains the formula of “a 
publicly recognised legallv secured home.” The Editor of THE. JEWIsh 
CHRONICLE belongs to those who were colleagues of Herzl at a time when 
Zionism had quite a different world to deal with. Herzl’s plans at that 


period were of necessity doomed to failure. Since then Zionism has 
vastly évolved; it 1s now a practical nrovement, possible of realisation, 
The abstract formula of the “Jewish State” had a meaning only 


when an uninhabited territory was referred to, and when there. was 
a possibility of colonising Jews very rapidly. To-day we = are 
concerned not with questions suitable for a debating society, but 
with the task of realising’ Nerzl’s conception: in the world as itis. This 
can be done only by the building up of a Jewish community in Palestine, 
Which shall, in the shortest possible time, become strong enough to live 
as a free State-nation in Palestine. 

But we cannot deny that in this particular tand of Palestine there 
has lived for hundreds of years a second nation. The proper form for the 
future State-entity (Sfaatswesen) can therefore be only a Nationality 
State, in which two peoples can live together. . THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
fights against these elementary facts of practical politics like'a Zionist 
Don Quixote. | 

This discussion of the “ Jewish State ” has broken out in other places 
besides Vienna. Until now. only Jabotinsky had sought to adopt the 
“Jewish State,” with all its consequences, as a practical policy. We 
consider his scheme to be impracticable and a’ hindrance to the realisa- 
tion of.the Zionist programme. We believe, too, that many Zionists who 
heartily support the Revisionists are quite in the dark as to what would 
be the consequences of such a policy. The Revisionist policy is not only 
dubious on political grounds, but also diverts attention from urgent duties 
and the true causes of the difficulties with whieh Zionism has to contend.

Colonel Wedgwood on Britain and Palestine. 
NEED FOR A JEWISH MAJORITY. 

Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., who was Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster in the Labour Cabinet, has arrived in Vienna on his way back 
to England, after a tour of Palestine. 

According to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, Colonel Wedgwood said 
that during the eight years of her administration in Palestine, Great 
Britain had done nothing for the Jews and as little for the country. He 
would regret it if Palestine obtained her Constitution before there was a 
Jewish majority in the country. The Arab masses, too, he said, would 
be better off with a Jewish majority, because a Jewish majority would 
liberate the Arab felaheen from exploitation by the big Arab estate 
owners and Pashas and from the raids by the Bedouins. 

Colonel Wedgwood added that Palestine would be a Jewish dominion 


n twenty-five years’ time, or else it would be under the direct pro. 
tection of the League of Nations. : 

On his return to London, Colonel Wedgwood intends to endeavour to 
convince the Colonial Secretary of the necessity of abandoning the 
attitude of neutrality on the part of the British Government in the matter 
of the Jewish upbuilding of Palestine. Neutrality never accomplished 
anything. The Palestine Administration must take up a partisan attitude 
to make possible the rapid formation of a Jewish majority in Palestine, 
by giving the Jews facilities in the legal and economic field, and by 
introducing a new land taxation system which will be favourable to th: 
Jewish acquisition of land. 


Jews and Ireland. 
A STRIKING PARALLFL 


There has always seemed to me (says the JEWISH WORLD editorially) 
to be no little likeness between the Jewish people and the people of 
[reland in their generations of wrong and evil eudured at the hands of 
those who have been blinded by bitter prejudice. The fight the Lrishmen 
have waged, to be sure in more active form sometimes than have Jews, 
against persecution and repression and every effort to debase and subdi 
them, is reminiscent of what Jews have encountered, not from one nation 
but from most of the nations of the world. The splendid services done, 
despite all, by members of the Irish race, for civiiisation and humanity, 
forms another point of likeness to Jews, so do their fervid religiousness. 
their poetry, and their idealism. And so, too, does their exile 
the millions that have been compelled to leave the land of 
their birth and travel across the seas, often their only means of escape 
from the effects of the worst conceivable tyranny, with the result that 
though their National being is now restored to them they are, as Jews 
must for long be in: Palestine--a minority in their own land of their own 
race in the world. But for Lrishmen that long, long, very dark chapter in 
their history is closing, and the other day the Irish political representa 
tive received from the City of Manchester the highest mark of regard 
which it could pay. 

And in acknowledging the distinction that had been conferred on him 
of becoming a citizen of Manchester (continues the JEWISH WORLD), Mr.

Your. country and mine (said Mr. Cosgrave), separated for centuries 
by a tragic series of events which have now, happily, come to an 
end, give an example to the world of what can be achieved by free 
association between nations. My coileagnes and myself have the 
most profound conviction that the relations between us will ripen 
into a bond of sincere and lasting friendship, and that the people of 
these two Islands, placed by God so close together on the surface of 
the ocean, while differing by race and characteristics, will hence. 
forth devote themselves rather to discovering grounds for common 
endeavour and common achievement than to seeking in the pages of 
history for memories of bitter things which must be buried for ever. 
Let us, then, obtain that lasting peace and friendship which God has 
surely destined for us, 

lt was not the limit of their ambitions that the people of these 

islands should live in peace and friendship with each other. They 
had a still greater work to achieve. The whole world was striving 
for peace, and they would be very short-sighted not to realise what a 
powerful instrument for that purpose was contributed by the peoples 
settied in the vast spaces of Canada and Australia and New Zealand ; 
and he as an Irishman could not help thinking also of another great 
country which had to such a large degree been built up by his fellow- 
countrymen, Their people scattered over the American continent _ 
would help them to forget the memories of the past and join forces 
for the establishing of coneord and harmony.

The Palestine Loan. 
FUNDING PAL¥STINE’S FLOATING DEBT. 


In the course of a leading article, the NEw JuD#®A explains the two 
fold purpose of the projected loan of £4,500,000 to Palestine. 

In the first place (it says) it is, in effect, in the nature of a funding 
operation. Capital works urgently required for the development ©! 
Palestine have already been undertaken by the Government on a con- 
siderable scale, to a total cost, up to the close of the financial year 
1925-6, of just under £2,000,000. These works have been partly financed 
by means of temporary advances to the Palestine Government from the 
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Crown Agents for the Colonies. Again, Palestine has taken over the rail- 
ways built by the British Army during the war, including in particular 
the trunk line from Haifa to Kantara. So far, no payment has been made 
for these railways to the British Government, at whose expense they 
were built, but it has always been recognised that Palestine conld not 
expect to receive them as a free gift, and it is now proposed that it should 
pay for them to the extent of £1,000,000 from the proceeds of the loan, 
In addition, it is proposed to clear off in the same way a debt to the 
Imperial Government of »bout £260,000 in respect of obligations incurred 
by Palestine to Great Britain in the early days of the British Occupation, 
and also in respect of a quantity of stores taken over by the Palestine 
Government from the British Army. The total sum to be repaid under 
these variousheads amounts altogether to about £3,000,000. Tothisextent 
the object of the loan is, to all intents and purposes, to enable Palestine 
to fund its floating debt, and thus to regularise its financial position. The 
balance of £1,500,000 will be available for the further development of the 
capital works on which, as scen above, nearly £2,000,000 have already 
been spent in anticipation of the loan, and for financing a new project of 
the utmost importance, namely, the construction of harbour works at 
Haifa.

A JEWISH MAJORITY FOR PALESTINE. 
(From our Correspondent.) SALONIKA, 


Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky was accorded a notably enthusiastic welcome 
on his arrival here a fortnight ago to address two important meetings. 

At the first of these Mr. Jabotinsky said that the aim of Zionism was 
to establish a Jewish majority in Palestine. Without such a majority 
Palestine would still be the Galuth. To their own consciences they were 
obliged to admit that they had failed inasmuch as they had not accom- 
plished all that they could have done and ought to have done during the 
last ten years. But before European public opinion they could hold their 
heads high, for in no other country had a task of such magnitude been 
carricd out confronted with such difficulties. Much had been done, but 
it had been found impossible to maintain the rate of progress because 
Palestine, a smalland poor country, had not been organised to receive and 
provide for so large an immigration. The remedy was thatthe Mandatory 
Power shonld take its share in establishing a colonisation régime favour- 
able to the establishment of a Jewish majority in Palestine, by 
expropriating uncultivated lands for Jewish colonisation.

the chief difference between “ official” Zionism and Revi-ionism ‘lay in 
the question of the Jewish Legion. Palestine constituted only 1/200th 
part of the territory owned by the Arabs, and the conscience of the 
world approved the Jewish demand for that small piece of land. 

To 
protect what the Jews themselves had built it was necessary to have 
a Jewish Legion, for they could not allot that task to the Arabs, and 
there were now hardly any English police, The English, who were the 
most heavily taxed nation in the world, could give neither men nor 
money. If they wanted justice, the recognition of their rights, and the 
protection of their property in Palestine, they must havea Jewish Legion, 
Mr. Jabotiusky’s visit has caused a great accession of strength to the 
Revisionist Movement in Greece.

DEBATE IN PARLIAMFNT. 


On Wednesday, in the House of Commons, the House went into Com- 
mittee for the consideration of a resolution by Mr. Amery, Secretary of 
State for Dominion Affairs, authorising the Treasury to guarantee the 
payment of the principal of and interest on “a loan to be raised by the 
Government of Pales:ine not exceeding an amount sufficient to rais¢ 
£4.500.000,” 

In the course of the debate, Lieut.-Commander KENWORTHY. (Iinull, 
Cent. Lab.) expressed the hope that there should be some guarantce that 
the Government were alive to the evils of land speculation in Palesting 
and were doing all they could to encourage close settlement there. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GorE, Under-Secretary for the Colonies (Stafford), 
winding up the debate on behalf of the Government, referring to Palestine 
said that there had been no change of policy and the Balfour Declaration 
stood. British policy had been justified and the country which many 
people thouglit would be a liability was turning out to be an asset, 

The resolution -was agreed to.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday Night. 

The debate on the Palestinian loan was remarkabie in that there was 
no real opposition, except from Mr. Saklatvala, and this excited uproarous 
aughter, Commander Kenworthy, who, only a few hours earlier had 
returned tu the House, was enthusiastic. Major GLYN (Conservative, 
Abingdon), who began by reminding the Government of its obligations to 
the Arabs, ended with a declaration that Palestine offered a great future 
to Jew and Arab, and also to the British taxpayer; and Major ORMSBY- 
GORE, in a brief survey, said that the present peace was a vindication of 
British policy which still stood without alteration, and was producing 
goodwill between the High Commissioner and the people and co-operation 
between Jews and Arabs. The latter, he affirmed, are learning modern 
methods rapidly from the Jews. Re 

The general be'ief in the fature of Palestine and the recognition that 
the country is beginning to develop and prosper were noticeable. There 
were no anti-Rutenberg sneers. That old bogey had entirely disappeared. 

One phrase in Major GLYN'S speech seemed to suggest that the Arabs 
have greater confidence in the present High Commissioner than in Sir 
Herbert Samuel. 

Mr. FINBURGH held a “ watching brief ” throughout the debate, but

From The Rev. J. F. STERN, 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,-—-I feel sure you will permit me to avail myself of the wide publicity 
of your columns to call attention of such of your readers who may be interested 
especially those of them who were at any time members of the Synagogue, 
the fact that the jubilee of the East London Synagogue is to be celebrate:! 
next year, 

The foundation stone of the Synagogue, the first to be erected under the 
direct auspices of the United Synagogue, was laid by the late Lionel Loui» 
Cohen, one of its Vice-Presidents, on the Sunday after Passover, 1876, and 
the Synagogue was consecrated by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Nathan M. Adler, on 
the Sunday before Passover in the following year. The work of the Synagogue 
at Passover time rendering the arrangement of a special service prior to that 
festival impossible, it has been decided that the Jubilee Celebration Service 
he held on the eve of the following Pentecost, Sunday, June 4. 

In anticipation of the celebration, a Jubilee Fund has been inaugurated 
to which present members of the congregation have already subscribed £100, 
no mean sum for a congregation composed for the most part of working men 
and women. The fund is to be applied to the continuation of the decoration 
scheme, which was so auspiciously inaugurated on the occasion of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary. In my sermon at the special service to mark that 


celebration said: 


* It must be a source of satisfaction to you, my congregants, as it is to 
me, to witness the changed aspect presented by our Synagogue since it left 
the builder’s hands, and to know that the change has. been effected by our 
wnited and loving efforts for the sake of the House of God, encouraged by a 
few friends who aided us in our attempt to brighten and beautify this place, 
so that the holiness of beauty might impress the worshippers with the beauty 
of holiness. When this Synagogue was in building every pénny 
collected. was. needed for the erection of the bare fabric; nothing could be 
spared even for covering the brick walls with plaster and paint, and no time 
could be lost in considering nice testhetic points as to tone and colour, so 
urgent had become the need of a Synagogue in this district during the four 
long vears that elapsed in getting together the necessary funds for the building 
It has been our privdege and our pride to continue the work of the sanctuary 
and this Twenty-tifth Celebration will be commemorated by the completion 
of the scheme of decoration of this Eastern end of the building by presen! 

JT ean concetve nothing 
hetter caleulated to arouse these prayerful feelings, which should ever move 
us When we abide awhile m God's House, than to be reminded of some great 
turning point in our lives, by the gifts we have brought to the Sanctuary as 
a memento of some hallowed joy, as a memorial of some deeply felt sorrow. 
This Synagogue, one of the poorest in the Metropolis, is very rich in such 
humble tributes. which tell more focibly than words of the devotion and 
attar hment oft its nts, 

Since these words were spoken many another gift has been made in the 
same spirit by individual members of the Synagogue and by others interested 
in its welfare lt is « source of much’ gratification to me to know that the 
comune celebration a@routing the same interest as was displayed to 80 
marked a degree on the occasion of the earlier. anniversary. In addition 
to the contributions subseribed to the General Jubilee Fund, a number of 
individual." In Memoriam” gifts have already been notified, while the 
ladies ‘ Guild’ which has been active in so many ways in the interests of the 
Svynagovue and the Congregation, is once again to the fore and is already busy 
in the preparation of a complete set of new Vestments for use in the Service.

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Law Cases. 


Claim Against a Doctor.—In this case (reported in last week's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE), which was tried in the King’s Bench Division 
before Mr. Justice Horridge, Dr. LESTER SAMUELS, giving evidence 
for the plaintiff, on further examination detailed the operation performed 
and its difficulties, and the successful result. In’ reply to a number of 
questions, he said that he was a medallist in surgery, and had obtained 
the Dreschfeld, Dauntesey, and Hulton scholarships ; was alecturer to the 
British Empire Cancer Research Fund; a surgeon to the Ministry of Pen- 
sions ; consulting surgeon to the British Law Insurance Co., and the Islamic 
Society of England. He was the author of several works on surgery, and had 
held appointments at the Sheffield Royal Infirmary and at the Wolver- 
hampton General Hospital. He had been Superintendent of the Royal 
Northern Hospital, City Road. He had performed about 300 operations In 
private practise. The result of the operation concerned in the present 
dispute was that the plaintiff had now the full use of his arm and hand. 
Sir George Lenthal Cheatle, K.C.V.O., Senior Surgeon tothe King’s College 
Hospita’, said, in the course of his evidence, that he considered the 
operation necessary, and would have been quite satisfied with such & 
result in a case of his own. Sir Robert Jones, C.B., giving evidence for 
the defence, agreed that he would describe a man who had obtained 
the above-meutioned scholarships won by Dr. Samuels, as undoubtedly 
brilliant. Mr. Charles, K.C., in his speech for the plaintiff, denounced in 
very forcible language, the attack of a personal nature which had been 
made upon Dr. Samuels during his cross-examination. As already 
stated, thej ury disagreed and were discharged. 

An Unfortunate Failure.—A deficiency of £13,090 was shown by Mr.. 
AARON FRIEDMAN, a jeweller, cf 54, Harehills Avenue, Leeds, and Mr 
LAZARUS GOTTLIFEER, jeweller, of 55, Cowper Street, Leeds, who appeared 
before the Registrar (Mr. Walter Pullan) at the Leeds Bankruptcy Court 
for their public examination. 7 

In answer to the Official Receiver (Mr. H. Clifford: Bowling), Mr. 
Friedman said that in 191 he began business in pirtnership with Mr. 
Gottliffe at Upper Mill Hill, Leeds, and in 1909 a company was formed 
under the title of Friedman and Gottliffe, Ltd., with a shbare capital of 
£11,000 in £1 shares, which was later increased to £35,000. In 1921, when 


a slump occurred in trade, the company required a bank overdraft, and — 


debtor lodg« d in the bank certain securities as guarantee. The company 
went into voluntary liquidation in April, 1926, and the assets realised were 
more than sufficient to m« ct the c:'aim of the debenture holders. 

Mr. Friedman added that his household furniture was claimed by his 
wife as having been given to her by her late father. Debtor added that 
the extent of his guarantce to the bank was £15,000. 

Questioned as to shares he held in three picture palace companies, 
Friedman said be did not include them in his statement because the bank 
claimed them. Insurance policies on his life were also lodged with the 
bank. Some shares in a picture-heuse company were merely in his name 
to enable him to qualify as a director. 

teplying to Mr. Sandelson, Friedman said he handed to the Official

Charge ef Libel Fails.—Indicted at the Central Criminal Court last 
week, before the Common Se rjeant, for publishing defamatory libels con 
eerping Clifferd Toster; an actor (whose stage name was Barciay), 
knowing them to be false, ARCHIE GILLINSON, 38, an agent, of Alfred 
Place, W.C.. pleaded not guilty and also justification. Mr. J. H. Thorpe, 
instructed by My. Harry Myers, prosecuted, and Mr. Elkin, instructed by 
Mr. A. W. Woolf, defended. Mr. Thorpe said that Gillinson was a native 
of Russia. and bad been in England for a number of years. ~Early this 
year Barclay was playing in’a revue in a touring company. Among the 
artists was Gillinson'’s wife. The libels complained of were contained in 
two letters Which Gillinson wrote to the producer of the revue. In the 
first letter, defendant said: “ When the show first came to London I heard 
that my wife had been associating with Barclay. I met him a week after 
the show left East Ham and he gave me his assurance that he would not 
see her again, but after much tronble and expense I found that he was 
seeing her practically every day.” Defendant also stated in the letter 
that, in his opinion, as there were young girls in the show, Barclay was 
not a suitable person to be there. Plaintiff would say that in the whole 
course of his aequaintance he had never had any relations with Mrs. 
Gillinson. The Common Serjeant: “I think this man was very hardly 
used by being put into the dock, and the charge ought never to have been 
made, for if ever a man tried to do his best for his wife this mandid. . . 
I think this is a monstrous prosecution.” The jury found defendant 
not guilty. 


Jews and ‘Litigation... “' Why do you people, members of the Jewish 
race, bring vour disputes between members of your family into the law 
courts?” asked Judge Woodcock, at the Leeds County Court last week, 
when two brothers appeared, one as plaintiff and the other as defendant, 
and a third gave evidence for the plaintiff. “It seems such a pity for 
brothers in a race where the family tie is so strong yet,” added His 
Honour: Mr..b. I. Sandelson, who appeared for the defendant, said it 
was a rare type of case, and resulted from a larger dispute betweén the 
defendant and the brother who was now giving evidence for the plaintiff, 
and the defendant was resisting the claim as a matter of principle. As 
a meatter of fact, added Mr. Sandelson, sixty or eighty per cent of the 
Jewish cases that came into his office were settled there amicably.

Music and Drama. 


“THE FIRST. YEAR.” 

Described as “a comic tragedy of married life,” this play, produced 
at the Apollo this week, is a delightfully unpretentious piece of work, 
very amusing and with an occasional touch of sentiment to tone down 
the comedy. Although an American production, there is none of the 
treacly sentimentality that makes so many Transatlantic comedies 
painful to witness. Thomas Tucker, the hero, is a rather pathetic little 
man who passes through just those trials and tribulations in the first vear 
of marriage that might befall any of us, and he wins our sympathy as 
well as our laughter. The part is most excellently played by Ernest 
Truex—a kind of cross between Charlie Chaplin and Billy Merson, and a 
comedian who will undoubtedly capture London's heart. He receives 
good support from Phyllis Povah as the wife, O. B, Clarence in one of his 
characteristic studies of senility, and Leila Bennet, who, as a coloured 
servant, gives a perfect little cameo of acting. 

“ISRAEL IN THE KITCHEN.” 

Sunday evening next will see the production by the Jewish Drama 
League of “ Israel in the Kitchen,” the play for which a prize of £50 has 
been awarded to Mr. Noah Elstein, of: Manchester. I was invited toa 
rehearsal last Sunday, where I met Mr. Elstein, who expressed himself 
as delighted with the way in which his play is being produced. “lowe 
an ‘enormous debt of gratitude to Mr. George Owen,” he said. “Until I 
actually saw a rehearsal in progress I had no idea of the immense labour 
it entailed. Of course, one cannot expect a production to be consistently 
and entirely in line with the author's original conception ; but I am bound 
to confess that those spots in the play that are not just as I had imagined 
them are in very many cases an improvement on my ‘ dream production.’ 
Mr. Owen has taken an enormous interest in the play, and I do not know 
whether to admire more his skill as a producer or the admirable rendering 
he is giving of the part of Peretz. In any case, I feel sure that if * Israel 
in the Kitchen’ is a success on Sunday, no small share of the credit will 
be attributable to the admirable cast.” 2 

Subsequently I learnt thé interesting fact that “Israel in the 
Kitchen” wonld not have been written—or at least not yet--had if not 
been for the encouragement afforded by the Jewish Drama League. The 
idea of the play—that of a Jewish family in poor circumstances deeply 
influenced by its envirorment—had of course been present ‘in Mr. 
LIstein’s mind for some years, but he had projected the theme as a novel. 
This is the first Jewish play he has written, but (although he is only 
twenty-six years of age) he has already six plays tohiscredit. ‘Israel in 
the hitchen,” which Mr. Elstein considers to be the best thing. be has pro 
(luced so far, is an extremely promising piece of work, and it is hoped 


that next Sunday's. performance may introduce to London andiences a 
bright star in the firmament of Anglo-Jewish dramatists.
